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"Red sky at morning, sailor 
take warning..." 

, ,This 6ld seaman's adage held 
especially true when the sun rose 
and revealed a hint of red on the 
front of Mund last Thursday. 
Eerily scrawled on the windows 
of Faust lounge were the words 
"I'm Back" followed by mysteri- 
ous initials, "R.A." By lunch, the 
campus was buzzing and puz- 
zling over who this 'R.A.' could 
be, and what he, or she, was back 
from. If you ask any alumni they 
will tell you that R.A is none 
other • than the Red Avenger, 
LVC's notorious prankster and 
official master of mischief. 

The Red Avenger is shrouded 
in mystery and rumor. Many dif- 
ferent versions of his srory have 
swirled around campus for 
decades, but' La Vie compiled a 
brief history on this long forgot- 
ten hero. 

One quiet night in 1966, or so 
the story goes, there was a great

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Faith in Fiction:" Reactions and Responses

Based on the information re- 
ported in die December 7, 2006 
edition of La Vie, the students 
in Chaplain Fuilmer's Faith in 
Fiction course were struggling 
with the issues presented in 
class, and, i at> *least from the 
anonymously reported opinions 
of students in the class, this 
struggle was a negative aspect 
of the course. While it is possi- 
ble that the ideas expressed in 
the article represent a biased ac- 
count of what actually occurred 
in the class, 1 feel that a public 
response to the students' public 
assertions is warranted. 

Based on the information 
presented in the article, and my 
1 5 years of experience as a col- 
lege educator. Chaplain 
Fuilmer's educational practices 
are entirely acceptable. The in- 
formation in the article suggests 
that the students in the class 
were uncomfortable having 
their beliefs challenged, but that 
tells me that Chaplain Fullmer 
is doing something right in his 
classroom. For example, it is 
mentioned in the article that 
"the majority of the class, how- 
ever, believes the Bible is lit- 
eral," and Chaplain Fullmer 
asserts that "a literal reading of 
the Bible is problematic." Stu- 
dents might not like to hear this, 
but the scientific data supports 
the Chaplain's position. For ex- 
ample, available astronomical 
data points to the universe 
being billions of years old, and 
fossilized remains of human 
ancestors can be dated to over 
seven million years ago— not the 



several thousand suggested by 
the Bible. Just because this in- 
formation conflicts with stu- 
dents' opinions about this 
situation is no reason to avoid 
discussing it in a classroom. 

In fact, die discussion of such 
discrepancies is vital towards ac- 
complishing some of the goals 
%>f the College (from our Mis- 
sion Statement), which include 
enabling students "to become 
people of broad vision" and 
"enhancing [students'] sensitiv- 
ity to and appreciation of difr 
ferences among human beings." 
However, in order tor such 
goals to be achieved, students 
must be willing to open their 
minds to ideas that might di- 
verge from their own view of 
the world. If students are re- 
sistant to being exposed to new 
ideas, why are they enrolled in 
college? If the only thing that 
college classes did was to merely 
confirm students' existing be- 
liefs, then what is the point of 
the educational process? 

If students reject educational 
exercises that are designed to 
have them reflect on why they 
hold their particular beliefs and 
develop their critical thinking 
skills, they are doing themselves, < 
and their teachers, a disservice. 
Our world is a diverse place, 
and students at the College 
should welcome the exploration 
of novel, challenging, and yes, 
even controversial information, 
not construct impenetrable 
walls around their personal be- 
liefs.

ing that we were attempt- 
ing to damage Chaplain 
Fuilmer's reputation. 
That certainly was not our 
intent. We regret any mis- 
understandings or hard 
feelings it has caused. 




Editor: 

1 must confess my surprise 
and disappointment with the 
front-page, above-the-fold 
story about Rev. Paul Fuilmer's 
first year seminar on "Faith in 
Fiction." While I am not sur- 
prised that a course asking stu- 
dents to tackle the 
controversial issue of a 
metaphorical reading of the 
Bible proves to be controver- 
sial, T am surprised that the ed- 
itors of the college newspaper 
believed this to be a "news" 
item worthy of such promi- 
nent attention. After all, there 
are appropriate channels for 
expressing student grievances; 
these should be well-known, 
and common courtesy would 
dictate that they be dealt with 
privately before being aired 
publicly. 

But further, there is the more 
fundamental matter of what 
should ordinarily be expected 
from a college education. In 
President Stephen MacDon- 
ald's Inaugural Address in 
April 2005, he stated that it was 
one of the principal tasks of 
this college "to discomfort stu- 
dents." As President MacDon- 
ald explained, "1 mean by that 
to prod them out of comfort- 
able, settled places and to 
nudge them into zones that 
don't feel quite right, where 



they are not entirely comfort- 
able, where they have to rene- 
gotiate and reorient 
themselves, where they must 
recalibrate their intellectual and 
social and moral gyroscopes." 

It seems to me, based on 
what I know of Rev. Fuilmer's 
character, personality, and the- 
ology, as well as from the de- 
scription provided of die class 
in the Dec. 7 story from La 
Vie, that this gende prodding 
spoken about by President 
MacDonald is exactly what the 
chaplain aims to do. As Rev. 
Fullmer made clear, students 
are not required or expected to 
agree with him, but neither 
should he hiave to renounce his 
expertise as a biblical scholar. 

This was what was so disap- 
pointing to me about the arti- 
cle. Namely, it is precisely 
because of Rev. Fuilmer's ex- 
tensive background knowledge 
in ancient biblical history, lan- 
guages, and culture that he is 
especially qualified to teach 
such a course. We as a college 
are lucky to have someone so 
knowledgeable and skilled. Yet 
in various student comments 
sprinkled throughout the story 
it was as though this wealth of 
information was not valued be- 
cause it did not conform to the 
students' previously held con- 
victions. 

From one inaugural address 



to another: In die premier 
episode of Stephen Colbert's 
"The Colbert Report" on 
Comedy Central, the comedian 
and brilliant political satirist 
coined a term that was since 
named by die American Di- 
alect Society- as the 2005 word 
of the year. That word was 
"truthiness." As Colbert de- 
fined it, truthiness makes true 
what we want to believe, re- 
gardless of the facts and irre- 
spective of the experts. It is an| 
insidious mindset diat is all too 
easily exploited by entrenched 
interests. 

i\s I see it, and as I .believe! 
President MacDonald has ex- ; 
pressed and Rev. Fullmer has 
modeled by the taking on of a 
difficult and controversial sub- 
ject matter, it is our job as a 
college to speak truth to trudii- 
ness and to expose our opin- 
ions — even our deepest held 
convictions — to knowledge. 
This is our responsibility to 
thought and to one another as 
a community of higher educa- 
tion. At times, this might feel 
discouraging and uncomfort- 
able, but the real world is hard 
and complex, and our educa- 
tion must be up to this most 
important challenge.

Imagine driving down a coun- 
try road and seeing an enormous 
ear of corn on a silo. • 

"I thought it would be a neat 
experience for people driving 
along at night to look up and not 
see an ordinary silo anymore, but 
something new and different," 
says Dr. Grant Taylor, Assistant 
Professor of Art History and 
Digital Communications. 

When Taylor first moved into 
Lebanon County from Australia 
18 months ago, he discovered 
quite a contrast between the en- 
vironments of central Pennsylva- 
nia and his native land. 

What caught Taylor's eye was 
one of the central symbols of 
farm country. 

"The things that stuck out to 
me in this area that we don't have 
in Western Australia were the 
silos on each farm property," 
says Taylor,. "There are these 
large monoliths throughout die 
landscape." 

Seeing a silo in person for the 
first time struck a desire in Tay- 
lor, who particularly enjoyed 
painting landscapes when young, 



to create a work of art with the 
rural image. However, a painting 
would not be enough for Taylor 
to express his conceptual ideas. 

Instead, a childhood memory 
pertaining to silos and missiles 
sparked a new interest. 

As a young boy in the 1980s, 
- during t.h,e last decade of the 
Cold War, Taylor recalls seeing 
on Australian television pictures 
of missiles and hearing the the- 
ory of American silos housing 
the weaponry. 

With his 'Titan Project," Tay- 
lor dove into a unique artistic en- 
deavor. The idea called for 
projecting the image of a missile 
onto the side of a silo in the 
night sky. 

To see if the project was tech- 
nically possible, Taylor experi- 
mented with a barn near campus, 
testing to see how big he could 
make the images and how much 
the image would need to be cali- 
brated to the tall, cylindrical sur- 
face. After breaking the images 
up into four or five sections in 
Adobe PhotoShop, Taylor deter- 
mined the undertaking was pos- 
sible, i i 

With the support and encour- 
agement of Dr. Barbara Andcr- 
man, art department

chairperson, Taylor was ready to 
bring the project into its final 
stages. 

Finding families who would let 
him use their silos to project the 
images onto was the next step in 
the process for Taylor. He wrote 
letters explaining the project and 
dropped them in the mailboxes 
of farms in the area, along with 



superimposed digital images of 
what the projections would look 
like. 

Since a majority of area farms 
belong to Mennjonjte families, 
Taylor realized thartnose families 
might be sensitive to the idea of 
projecting an image" of a missile 
on their silos. 

'That is a completely fair po-

sition for the families, so I de- 
cided to project everyday objects 
that had no overt ideological po- 
sition," Taylor says. 

One of the first objects pro- 
jected was a cob of sweet corn 
on silo on a farm along Route 
241 in South Lebanon.-. 

"I thought the corn was a nat- 
ural object to project on a silo 
since a lot of the farms in the 
area Consist of cornfields and, 
after all, it was fall," Taylor says.

Appetizing Alternatives: Schwalm's Restaurant 



There are only so 
many ways to prepare 
chicken. Or a sand- 
wich. Or a salad. This 
article is the first in a 
series that will explore 
lesser-known area 
restaurants, providing 
alternatives to the din- 
ing hall or J&S.

First on our list is a locale that 
you've probably passed a few 
million times on your way to the 
Lebanon Valley Mall. Schwalm's 
Restaurant in Cleona, located 
right past the Giant shopping 
center, boasts country-kitchen 
cooking and a hospitable atmos- 
phere. 

Patrons have the option of 
seating themselves in one of two 
dining areas. The first area, situ- 
ated at the front of the restau- 



rant, accommodates around a 
dozen two- and four-person ta- 
bles, as well as a bar for the 
rushed diner. The rear dining 
room hosts more seating, with 
walls garnished by wreaths, deco- 
rative plates, and scenic paintings 
to further amplify an already- 
warm environment. 

rrhe few sparse fluorescent 
flgnts, however, did make for 
radier dim illumination. Another 
minor detail was the lack of 
booths, making nearly every con- 
versation a somewhat public af- 
fair. 

With every counter and corner 
scrutinized, it was time to see if 
Schwalm's menu matched its at- 
mosphere. Although it initially 
struck us simply as a "country" 
restaurant, we found quite a va- 
riety on the menu. With entree 
choices ranging from veal to 
seafood to steak, there seemed to 
be a little bit of everything. We 
were unsure ^hen nearly every 
meal came w!th the option of 
"two vegetables," until we real- 
ized that "vegetable" essentially 
meant "side dish." That meant 



baked beans, breaded cauli- 
flower, cottage cheese, pickled 
beets, Jcllo, fries - and of course, 
actual vegetables. 

More remarkably, the prices 
seemed to have been designed 
around a college student's 
budget. The most expensive item 
we found was Dclmonico Steak 
at SI 0.95, and there was an as- 
sortment of inexpensive platters 
for as low as 5.75. The back page 
listed a medley of hot, cold, and 
club sandwiches, which all in- 
cluded chips (or fries for an extra 
§1.50). 12 oz. beverages (Coke 
products - sorry to you Pepsi 
fans!) were SI. 10, and only in- 
cluded a single free refill. 

Finally, we were ready to order. 
Choosing an Italian Cheesesteak 
with fries and the Chicken Breast 
platter respectively, we kept our 
fingers crossed for food that 
would live up to the experience 
thus far. 

After waiting ten minutes, our 
server brought us an on-the- 
house appetizer: two small rolls 
(more reminiscent of a High 
School cafeteria) and way more

Their horror becomes real and

There are some fantastic edge- 
bf-your-seat moments from be- 
ginning to end that keep you 
anxious and guessing until the 
blood drenching climax. The 
fear appears real, although the 
situations are sometimes a little 
too elaborate. The audience has 
to submit to the glitz that com- 
pels Hollywood and films of our 
current society. 

Sean Bean turns in a phenom- 
enal performance as the de- 
ranged psychopathic 
highwayman preying on kind in- 
nocent passerbiej, willing to give 
him a ride. After forcing all his 
victims to sav "I want to die" the 



fun for him begins as he watches 
them struggle and attempt to 
avert death. One questions his 
death toll and how many inno- 
cents were tortured and ravaged 
at his hand. 

One of the best scenes in the 
film is the chase scene when the 
police pursue the couple, with 
Ninee Inch Nails playing in the 
background. You literally plunge 
you into the story. 

One serious problem in horror 
movies is with a jumpy camera, 
for me it simple ruins the film 
because it is nearly impossible to 
follow what is going on. The 
Hitcher, although it has its minor 
flaws, the camera is never one of 
those problems.

Neidig-Garber Entering Second Construction Phase

Construction on the Garber 
Science Center has moved from 
the demolition phase into the 
construction phase. 

Students may have seen cranes 
moving massive steel beams onto 
the upper floors or have heard 
the jackhammers and other con- 
struction noises. 

The first phase of construc- 
tion included the demolition of 
the south side of the building. 
With nothing left but the support 
beams and exterior walls, the 



workers were able to move on to 
the next phase of the actual con- 
struction of the new wing. Cur- 
rently the first, second, and third 
floor of the south side, along 
with the entire fourth floor are 
under construction. 

Additionally, students may no- 
tice a "penthouse," which will be 
the top floor of the renovated 
building. Although the name 
might indicate some type of lux- 
ury teaching lab, this is not the 
case. With such a large building, 
there will be a lot of mechanical 
equipment such as ventilation 
systems required to keep the 
building functioning. 



Therefore, the penthouse roof 
will house all of that equipment, 
and in the process achieve several 
improvements. One benefit of 
having all the equipment at the 
top is to keep the building qui- 
eter. 

Anyone who has had labs or 
spent time in the building prior 
to construction is certainly aware 
that since much of this equip- 
ment used to be in the ceilings of 
each room, a lot of excess noise 
resulted, creating distractions for 
both students and professors.

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Responsible Drinking Habits Start with Responsible Education

In September 2006, the Penn- 
sylvania Liquor Control Board 
awarded nearly $700,000 in 
grants to colleges and communi- 
ties across the commonwealth to, 
quote, "support initiatives to pre- 
vent underage and high-risk col- 
lege drinking." This move 
follows a series of efforts by the 
PLCB to convey a "zero toler- 
ance message" to everyone 
under 21 through awareness ed- 
ucation. 

Now, being the responsible, 
law-abiding students that we are, 
I imagine few of us would object 
to an endeavor which maximizes 
our safety. After all, seldom do 
we complain about the locks on 
our doors, or the smoke detec- 
tors on our ceilings. 

Naturally, though, there are ex- 
ceptions, like when we forget our 
keys. Or when someone decides 
to burn popcorn at three in the 
morning. Or, better yet, when 
our intelligence is blatantly in-

ganda. 

What? State-mandated propa- 
ganda, you ask? Among the 
Board's educational efforts is an 
annual K-12 poster contest, 
where students are encouraged 
to artistically depict their 
thoughts and feelings on under- 
age drinking. 1994 winner Matt 
Schicchitano's piece portrays 
some individual, presumably an 



leaning over a toilet. Adjacent to 
him is what appears to be a 
liquor bottle - emptied to the last 
drop - and obnoxiously super- 
imposed text, inquiring, "Under- 
age Drinking is really cool... 
ISNT IT?" 

Ring a bell? It should. Dupli- 
cates of that very poster are 
strewn across dorms throughout 
campus. 



There are quite a few. reasons 
why I'm discontented by the au- 
thor's illustration. As a commu- 
nications major, my primary 
frustration is that his argument 
employs a logical fallacy known 
as a "slippery slope." 

The slippery slope argument 
states, in essence, that because 
some event A has occurred in 
the past, some other event B is 
an inevitable consequence. In 
this case: because you drink un- 
derage, you will inevitably end up 
with your head in a toilet. 

Schicchitano's argument is, in 
a word, erroneous. First of all, it 
implies that if you are not of 
legal drinking age, yet choose to 
do so, you automatically drink to 
excess. More, it implies that any- 
one under 21 necessarily lacks 
the judgment to tell "when 
they've had enough." Yet once 
you hit that magic number — 21 — 
poof! You're suddenly a respon- 
sible drinker. 

Still think Schicchitano has a 
valid case? Okay. Say the EPA 
wanted to cut back on pollution 
by promoting bicycles over cars. 



If they hired me to design their 
billboard, I'd just follow Schic- 
chitano's logic: go out, take a pic- 
ture of the most brutal car 
accident I could find, and super- 
impose, "Driving a car is really 
cooL...ISNT IT?!" They'd write 
me a check on the spot. 

But it's not enough that a high 
school senior entered a down- 
right fallacious poster into some 
contest - the PLCB actually had 
the audacity to select it as a win- 
ner. 

Pennsylvania's Liquor Control 
Board is a government agency 
which controls the licensing and 
distribution of all alcoholic bev- 
erages across the state. These are 
not stupid people. They knew 
very well what they were doing 
when they picked Schicchitano's 
poster. Thus it seems that we 
must draw the line between edu- 
cation and propaganda. I regret 
to assert that this poster is the 
latter. 

Let's be clear. I'm not arguing 

with the fact that college stu- 
dents are statistically more dan-

Challenge What We're Taught and Form Our Own Conclusions

I first need to say that I have 
the utmost respect for the pro- 
fessors who wrote in the January 
25 issues of La Vie in reaction to 
the "Faith in Fiction" article that 
appeared in December. They are 
intelligent, thought-provoking 
people in positions of authority, 
and they must be respected as 
such, regardless of whether or 
not one agrees with their opin- 
ions. 

That being said, after reading 
their reactions, I felt the need to 
write a response of my own. I 
am a Christian, and'I am the 
president of the Council of 
Christian Organizations on our 
campus. My leadership position

Fullmer on a regular basis. I 
know the chaplain to be a man 
whose energy is unmatchable 
and whose friendly, outgoing 
personality has made him one of 
the most recognizable people on 
campus. Again, whether or not 
one agrees with him, Chaplain 
Fullmer's knowledge and author- 
ity should be respected. 

I must say that I do not believe 
that the students who spoke out 
in the December article intended 
to speak against the chaplain's 
character or that they were com- 
plaining solely because their 
views were being challenged. 

As a Christian, I know from 
experience that our values and 
beliefs are challenged almost 
every time we walk into a class- 
room, whether or not it is a reli- 



gious course. Whatever the cause 
for complaint may have been, it 
is obvious from the reactions to 
the original article that one of 
the ideals this college promotes 
is that students should be chal- 
lenged by what they are taught. 
But are we not as students also 
told to challenge the things we 
are taught, to consider the mate- 
rial presented to us and formu- 
late our own conclusions? I 
believe the students in this class 
formed their own conclusions, 
but because their conclusions are 
not popular in today's world, in- 
stead of applauding their effort 
and engaging their ideas, people 
are criticizing personal beliefs 
that these students hold dear. We 
are taught in today's society to be 
"open-minded" and "tolerant," 



so why is it that today's society 
turns its back on, ignores, or crit- 
icizes what conservative Chris- 
tians have to say? That seems 
intolerant to me. 

To illustrate that point, let us 
suppose that the opinion being 
taught as fact in the "Faith in 
Fiction" course were that the 
Bible is completely literal and 
should be read and understood 
that way. If anyone would dare 
to say such a thing in a class- 
room on this campus, the aca-. 
demic community would be in 
an uproar. 

One of the responses to the 
original article refers to our 
schools as a "community of 
higher education," but how can 
Christians feel like part of this 
so-called community when their 



opinions are shot down, not tol- 
erated, or, in the worst cases, for- 
bidden? You expect Christians to 
open their minds to every new 
idea they encounter, yet you re- 
fuse to allow them to open a 
forum for respectful discussion 
and debate without putting them 
down. You have compromised 
your own ideals, proving only 
that when you say we should be 
tolerant of everyone and every- 
thing, what you really mean is 
that we should tolerate only that 
which suits your interests. 

Obviously, intolerance is not 
unique to the Christian commu- 
nity, as some people would have 
us all believe.

their deci- 
sions regarding alcohol. Nor do I 
advocate underage drinking. But 
such a statistic does not justify 
propaganda. 

I maintain that there are many 
efficient ways of teaching re- 
sponsible handling of alcohol to 
this nation's youth. Forbidding 
its consumption, however, is not 
one of them. In fact, I'll go even 
further to suggest that the drink- 
ing age - a law put in place for 
our "protection" - is a key con- 
tributor to alcohol abuse among 



teens. 

It seems I'm not alone in my 
conclusions. Dr. Ruth Engs, Pro- 
fessor of Applied Health Sci- 
ences at Indiana University in 
Bloomington, purports that irre- 
sponsible underage drinking oc- 
curs "largely because [it] is seen 
by youth as an enticing "forbid- 
den fruit."" 

Engs proceeds to parallel the 
drinking age with prohibition 
during the 1920's, which resulted 
in a conspicuous boost in organ- 
ized crime from coast to coast. 
The tendency of our youth to 



"disrespect" the law, she holds, is 
very much the same. Ultimately, 
she concludes that "raising the 
drinking age was much worse 
than doing nothing." 

Unfortunately, it doesn't look 
like we can't expect our nation's 
alcohol legislation to be reversed 
anytime soon. 

In the meantime, though, we 
can at least press our lawmakers 
to be as responsible in their edu- 
cational practices as they expect 
us to be with our drinking habits. 
I implore Student Services to re- 
move these posters immediately. 



New Iraq Strategy Provokes Debate 



continued from page 2 expressed 
diverse 
opinions that mirror an AP Ipsos 
poll when it comes to supporting 
the troop surge. By 59 percent to 
36 percent, Americans oppose 
sending more U.S. troops to Iraq, 
not only because most believe it 
is unlikely the plan will succeed, 
but also because few voters see 
the plan as a significant change to 
current policy. 

Similarly, eight out of 10 LVC 
students disagree that the troop 
surge will benefit the war. 

"1 disapprove with 21,500 
more American troops getting 
sent' to Iraq," Jen Buehler '09 
said. "I feel that we have already 
lost so many of our men and 
women who were fighting for 
our country already in the past 
couple of years, and we don't de- 
serve to lose anymore." 

Drew Long '07 expressed a 
similar point of view. 

"I've heard mixed opinions on 
what has to be done, both from 
people very 'up' on the Iraq war, 
and from service men and 
women who have been there," 
Long said. "I want us to do what- 
ever we have to to make a re- 
spectable exit as soon as possible. 
There has been a whole lot of 
nothing happening and that 
nothing is still getting our sol- 
diers injured and killed." 

Other students, however, view 
the plan as a positive step toward 
victory. 

'If more troops are needed to 
defend liberty and achieve vic- 



tory, then that is what must be 
done," said Rob Celentano '09. 
"Therefore, I believe Bush is 
dong the right thing with his plan 
to send more troops. If Ameri- 
can military history is any indica- 
tor, then there is no challenge 
America 's finest cannot over- 
come given time, manpower, and 
support from the home front. 
Thus, 1 believe the fight in Iraq 
will not be easy, but we will tri- 
umph." 

Proponents of Bush's plan 
argue more troops are needed to 
regain control of areas that have 
fallen to violence and insurgency. 
The surge- is meant to bolster 
troop levels in major cities such 
as Baghdad. 

Operation Iraqi Freedom 
started with a deployment of 
90,000 troops in March 2003. By 
May 2003, under operation "Mis- 
sion Accomplished," the number 
grew to 146,300. Currently, the 
number stands at 132,00, and 
Bush said the "New Way For- 
ward" Iraq strategy is imperative 
for victory. 

For Bush and the Republican 
party, a bipartisan response to 
Iraq is needed in order for the 
surge to be successful. 

Mike Huckabee, a former 
Arkansas senator who appeared 
on NBC's Meet The Press on 
Sunday, supports Bush and a bi- 
partisan approach. 

"Anyone against the Com- 
mander-in-Chief with sending a 
surge of troops to Iraq is wrong 
and puts our troops in danger," 



Huckabee said. 

Last Wednesday, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
passed a nonbinding resolution 
that concludes "it is not in the 
national interest of the United 
States" to deepen U.S. military 
involvement in Iraq. 

Overall, the president's plan re- 
ceives only minority support, and 
that comes mainly from his party 
faithful. A large part of the pub- 
lic's opposition to the plan could 
be based on the fact that most 
see it as a continuation of the 
same strategy, rather than as a 
real change. 

In perhaps one of the largest 
shows of antiwar sentiment since 
the war began, tens of thousands 
of protesters converged on the 
National Mall last Saturday to 
oppose the troop increase. The 
event drew demonstrators from 
across the country, including 
politicians, celebrities, Vietnam 
veterans, and current active -duty 
service members. 

With or without support, the 
surge raises many concerns. 

"If Iraq has become embroiled 
in a civil war, as many observers 
believe it has, then this is proba- 
bly a no-win situation," said Dr. 
Diane Johnson, Assistant Profes- 
sor of Political Science. "It's hard 
to see that an increase in troop 
strength will do anything to 
lessen terrorism in the region. As 
said in a recent article in The 
Economist, a surge may 'rein- 
force failure' in U.S. policy in 
Iraq."

There are certain TV shows 
that just intrinsically understand 
the value of music to a visual 
medium. The Simpsons is but 
one example, Grey's Anatomy 
has become another. However, 
no show in recent history has 
used music quite like Scrubs. 

A few weeks ago an episode ti- 
ded "My Musical" aired that ce- 
mented Scrubs as number one 
for music in prime-time. Hyped 
as "Scrubs: the Musical," the 
show did not disappoint.

Ms. Miller inexplicably hears 
singing instead of regular speech, 
a condition that both Reid and 
Dorian, along with surgeon and 
Dorian's best friend Christopher 
Turk played by Donald Faison 
cannot fathom. The set-up for 
the episode's musical theme 
could not have been done better. 
Scrubs has been known for its 
odd medical maladies in previous 
episodes, and the explanation of 
the music was in keeping with 
the tone of the show itself — re- 
spectable but light. 

While other shows may have 
treated this kind of episode as a 
non-sequitur, Scrubs chose to in- 
clude a major theme into the 
episode. Carla, played by Judy 
Reyes, Turk's wife must decide 
whether or not to stay at home 
with their newborn child or to re- 
turn to the work that she loves. 

Each actor holds their own vo- 
cally during the performances, 
though some more than others. 
Reyes is by far the best singer of 



the regular cast and proves so in 
numbers like "Long, Long Year" 
and "I'm Dominican." 

Faison comes in a close sec- 
ond. His work on "Everything 
Comes Down to Poo" and "Guy 
Love" is both hilarious and won- 
derful. The latter song is one that 
will go down as one of greatest 
ambiguous love songs ever. The 
track is available as a free down- 
load from iTunes. 

While Chalke and Braff waiver 
at times, their vocals are tolerable 
and at times humorous as well. 
Underused throughout the 
episode were Ken Jenkins, who 
plays Dr. Kelso, Neil Flynn, as 
the Janitor, and Ralph Maschio, 
better known as "The Todd."

Regina Spektor: Piano-playing Goddess Delights Crowd

This past Saturday, Regina 
Spektor kicked off an interna- 
tional tour by performing at 
Messiah College in Grantham, 
PA. It was only scheduled to be 
an hour long show, but the sold- 
out crowd of relentless fans 
wouldn't have it. 

So naturally, Regina Spektor 
went on singing, in her unique 
Russian-tinged New York accent. 
Think about it this way: she's a 
mix of Tori Amos meets Rilo 
Kiley. Her style is what makes her 
stand out from other independ- 
ent artists. She has taken the 
'song' to a whole new level by in- 
corporating all parts of her voice 
to make catchy lyrical phrases 
and eccentric vocal melodies. She 
describes her style as "anti-folk" 
a sort of new music phrase orig- 
inated in New York. 

When I first arrived at the con- 
cert, 1 realized I had to get in line 



just to get in. Well, the line 
snaked through hall after hall, 
and it seemed like I walked a mile 
just to get to the front. Neverthe- 
less, the general admission style 
of the concert, let me get close 
to the action—to the point where 
if I were taller, I could have easily 
seen her. 

"How are there so many of 
you?!" Were the first words Spek- 
tor spoke that night. Yes, It 
seemed as if Regina was a little 
nervous, like she wasn't used to 
playing in front of so many peo- 
ple, but that is just her personal- 
ity. 

"If you had told me twenty 
years ago that people would be 
putting their phones in my face, I 
wouldn't understand... because I 
was just a baby," she said to the 
crowd. 

Not only does she have a 
good sense of humor, but Spek- 
tor is also a piano-playing God- 
dess. Each of her songs has a 
distinct sound, and it was the 



piano melodies that really made 
them stand out. 

The first two songs she per- 
formed were probably her most 
popular, off of her latest album 
Begin To Hope: "On The Radio" 
and "Fidelity." Although she was 
hidden behind the piano for 
most of the night, she did come 
out onto center stage to play the 
acoustic guitar and sing a couple 
songs. Another song accompa- 
nied by guitar was "That Time," 
a fast paced single about certain 
happenings between her and 
other people. In one line of the 
song she sings, "Hey remember 
that month when I only ate 
boxes of tangerines, so cheap 
and juicy!" During the "juicy" 
she squeaks, and in the show, she 
repeated the "juicy" a few extra 
times— just to humor the crowd. 
When a member of the audience 
threw her flowers, she appropri- 
ately played the song, "Flowers." 

Despite the sold out crowd, 
everyone remained silent when 



Spektor sang one of her songs a 
cappella. She grew up singing a 
cappella all of the time, and it 
was a special treat for all to hear 
her do so live. She also incorpo- 
rated some of her Russian roots 
to her song "Agnes Moi" 

One of the reasons Regina 
draws such a large crowd is be- 
cause she lets them become ac- 
tively involved in her shows. 
During "Samson" almost every 
female in the gym was singing 
along with her, so that it was al- 
most hard to distinguish the per- 
former's voice from the 
hundreds of others. Spektor also 
performed one of her best live 
songs, "The Consequence of 
Sounds" as fast as she could sing 
the words-it was phenomenal. A 
fan requested a song at one point 
during the show and she agreed 
to play it, stating, "Okay, but if I 
forget the words, you have to 
promise to help me out!" 

Spektor's opening act was 
Denison Witmer, an Independ- 



ent folk singer from Philadelphia 
PA, whose intimate folk songs 
and dreamy tunes were not what 
the audience wanted to hear 
while they were impatiently wait- 
ing Spektor. Personally, I'm a fan 
of Denison Witmer, but the 
crowd talked rudely over most of 
his songs, and it was hard for him 
to set the vibe. 

"I'm sorry to put you to sleep, 
but most of my songs are lulla- 
bies," admitted the Philly native. 

I'm not sure how Messiah Col- 
lege is able to get so many amaz- 
ing independent artists to 
perform for them, but in the 
next few months, they will also 
have Sam Beam from the band 
Iron and Wine, Anathallo, and 
The Decemberists. I would 
highly recommend checking out 
one of these bands in the future, 
and I can assure you, if they are 
half as good as Regina Spektor 
was, they will make your evening 
worthwhile.

LVC students know they can 
help make a difference in the 
fight against HIV/ AIDS and 
poverty. 

Servants of Christ (SOC), a 
campus organization, started a 
project in December in an effort 
to collect caregiver kits to the re- 
lief organization World Vision. 

World Vision is a non-profit 
Christian relief and development 
organizauon. It is dedicated to 
helping children and their com- 
munities worldwide reach their 
full potential by tackling the 
causes of poverty. 

For this collection, students 
across the campus collected 
medical supplies to be placed in 
large Tupperware containers. 

This months students will de- 
liver 25 kits to the staff of World 
Vision. 



Each kit contained basic med- 
ical supplies including three bars 
of antibacterial soap, one tube of 
antifungal cream, one box of dis- 
posable latex gloves, four colored 
washcloths, and one flashlight 
with batteries. 

This crippling syndrome af- 
fects many parts of the world 
and World Vision pinpointed 
three areas in the greatest need 
for this help: Africa, Latin Amer- 
ica and Asia. 

Julia Cupp, a junior at LVC 
who coordinated this important 
project, described why these 
parts of the world needed the 
help. 

"These are places of extreme 
poverty," Cupp said. "The sup- 
plies in the kits are not available 
there." 1 

Cupp sees the proportion of 
poverty to HIV/ AIDS in these 
areas of the world to be similar. 

Africa, Latin America, and 
Asia are some of the most needy

For the children of Uganda, 
going to sleep at night can be.

Twenty-one months. 667 days. 
16,008 hours. 

The countdown is already on 
to the 2008 presidential election, 
with 2007 just beginning and the 
2006 mid-terms only three 
months in the past. Headline 
news is dominated by coverage 
of contenders entering the race 
on both the Republican and 
Democratic tickets. Online blogs 
offer opposing viewpoints 
about the possible candidates 
and even take contributions for 
respective parties. 

Front-runners Senator Hillary 
Clinton, Senator Barack Obama, 
Senator John McCain, and for- 
mer New York City Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani are visiting key primary 
and caucus states like New 
Hampshire and Iowa, gathering 
support and votes, one year be- 
fore the first primary. 

Even during President Bush's 
State of the Union address to 
Congress last week, news cam- 
eras focused on the politicians 
who have announced their bids 
for the White House. 

Twenty-one months before 



the election, a Newsweek poll 
conducted by Princeton Survey 
Research Associates Interna- 
tional Jan. 24-25, 2007, offers 
mock match-ups of front-lead- 
ing Republican and Democrat 
contenders. Who would vou 
vote for if the ticket was John 
McCain versus Hillary Clinton? 
Or Rudv Giuliani versus Barack 
Obama? Already, 21 months 
before the election, polls and 
numbers generate the most pos- 
sible scenarios. 

New York Sen. Hillary Clin- 
ton tops all Democrat con- 
tenders in a new Quinnipiac poll 
of New Jersey voters, but trails 
by seven points in a head to 
head match-up, and is in a vir- 
tual tie with Arizona Sen. John 
McCain, trailing by a single 
point. Independents favor Giu- 
liani by a 10-point margin and 
even 19 percent of Democrats 
picked Giuliani over Sen. Clin- 
ton. Meanwhile, on the Repub- 
lican side, Giuliani leads McCain 
39 percent to 21 percent, with 
Newt Gingrich running third at 
1 1 percent. 

Are all of these numbers really 
necessary at this stage in the 
game? Even before Senators 
Clinton and Obama announced 



their exploratory committees, a 
Newsweek cover story explored 
the heated match-up for the 
Democratic National Commit- 
tee nomination. 

Even before Americans are 
fully aware of where each candi- 
date stands on important issues, 
polls are asking them who they 
will vote for — 21 months from 
nowl 

Twenty-one months in which 
positions and attitudes can and 
will change. So why place so 
much attention on the election 
now and turn the American cit- 
izens who will be doing the vot- 
ing off from paying attention to 
politics? Voter apathy is already 
an epidemic plaguing our nation. 
Americans are going to be so 
tired of all of the busde and 
hype surrounding the primary 
elections that by the time Sep- 
tember 2008 rolls around, when 
they should start paying close at- 
tention to each candidate's plat- 
form, they're just going to want 
to fast forward to November.

With the phone ringing every 
few minutes, the dispatcher giv- 
ing off police codes, and people 
coming in and out, it's hard to 
believe that die setting described 
is the Annville Township Police 
Department. 

What most people don't know 
is that in the 19 years that 
Michael T. Burdge Sr., Chief of 
Police has worked in Annville, a 
lot has changed.

The menu listed an assortment 
of items, from breaded mush- 
rooms and specialty fries to 
homemade wraps and burgers.

The first thing we noticed was 
the size of the slices. Consider- 
ably bigger than what J&S offers, 
they were not only fresh, but pip- 
ing hot. And at SI. 50 each, they 
were certainly worth it. 



The fries were comparable: 
fresh, hot, and healthily por- 
tioned. They made a fine compli- 
ment to the sub, which was 
stuffed with plenty of thinly- 
sliced turkey, cheese, and just the 
right amount of mayonnaise. 
The bread was warm and soft, 
too, and clearly baked in-house. 

Our final recommendation: 
Worth the prices and within 
walking distance. If you're not up 
for another night of the dining 
hall's morsels, Amato's is your 
place.

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"Vagina Monologues' Offers Hard Look at Women's 
Sexuality while Delivering Strong Message to LVC

Vagina was the word of the 
day Saturday as LVC presented 
its third annual production of 
The Vagina Monologues in an effort 
to help end violence against 
women and girls. 

The offices of Student Activi- 
ties and Multicultural Affairs, 
along with the F-Word, pre- 
sented the Eve Ensler play, based 
on interviews with over 200 
women about their sexual experi- 
ences and memories. 

"I think it's wonderful that 
these LVC students are trying to 
generate awareness of the prob- 
lem of violence against women," 
said Jeanne Donlevy Arnold, a 
community activist and a 2005 
Vagina Warrior, an annual award 
recognizing women's advocacy. 

As sounds of moaning and 
chants of "cunt" filled Leedy 
Theater, audience members soon 
became aware of the produc- 



tion's purpose. Discussing sexual 
subjects that are sometimes con- 
sidered "taboo" in a matter-of- 
fact format, the monologues' 
scripts encouraged women to be 
proud of who they are and to not 
be ashamed or scared. 

Covering a wide range of top- 
ics, including menstruation, gy- 
necological exams, and orgasms, 
the play offered a humorous look 
at a woman's sexuality, while also 
delivering a strong message 
about their struggles. 

Freshman Tiffany Burns said 
diat the bluntness of the mono- 
logues is what made the play all 
the more amusing. 

"The show was definitely bet- 
ter than I had expected and much 
funnier than I had anticipated," 
Burns said. "I knew going in that 
it was going to be comedic, but it 
was the truth behind the lines 
that made it just that much more 
entertaining."

Longtime Honorary LVC 
Trustee Dies at 92

Anne Brossman Sweigart, an 
honorary member of Lebanon 
Valley College's Board of 
Trustees, passed away Thursday, 
Feb. 1 at the age of 92.

Sweigart led D & E's 
operations from 1985 until her 
retirement in 2004. 

In addition to LVC, Sweigart 
served on the Boards of Trustees 
for Elizabethtown College, the 
Ephrata Community Hospital 
and Linden Hall, the nation's first 
school for girls. 

Ephrata Mayor Ralph Mowen 
stated that Sweigart "was just a 
wonderful person."

For those who saw the docu- 
mentary Invisible Children, the 
impact was indescribable. The 
national tour run by the Invisible 
Children organization has been 
raising awareness of the plight of 
the child soldiers in northern 
Uganda.

The students have been travel- 
ing the country in a 1 5-passenger 
van paid for through a private 
grant. The money covers the cost 
of gas, but with a food stipend 

of only $10 a day per person,

Colleges and high schools can 
also.join the Schools For Schools 
program, in which active schools 
will raise monetary support for 
the education of the children in 
Uganda. The money raised goes 
toward building schools, paying 
teachers, and buying supplies, 
books, and water for the stu- 
dents. This recent program was 
started a few months ago and the 
monies raised will be distributed 
towards the beginning of sum- 
mer to the schools which have 
been matched up to contributing 
schools. 

In April, there is another 
demonstration that will be taking 
place called "Displace Me". The 
purpose of this demonstration is 
to show what happens when 
people are displaced from their 
homes. 

In Uganda, there are many 
who are living in displacement 
camps and the purpose is to 
show what happens when these 
people arc displaced from their 
homes.

"Invisible Children' Shows LVC Harsh Realities in

Imagine child the age of five 
carrying a loaded weapon around 
the streets of your own neigh- 
borhood. 

Never thought this would 
occur in such a peaceful world 
we live in, did 5^ou? Well, think 
again. 

The film "Invisible Children," 
shown at the Allen Theatre last 
Wednesday night and Sunday af- 
ternoon, made many on campus 
stop and realize what really hap- 
pens in countries such as Uganda 
and how their children arc 
treated. 

Since 1986, a civil war in 
northern Uganda has continued 
and is to blame for many lives 
lost. 



Children are born in northern 
Uganda to be violent, to kill, and 
to be indoctrinated to commit 
such evil acts as a young person 
by the Lord's Resistance Army 
(LRA) and their leader, Joseph 
Kony, who is currently being 
charged for heinous crimes by 
the International Criminal Court 

acq. 

"Invisible Children" is a doc- 
umentary that three adults from 
San Diego, CA started filming in 
March 2003. Jason Russell, 
Bobby Bailey, and Lalxren Poole 
decided to travel north from 
Kenya into Uganda to see if any- 
thing would catch their eye. 

Fun turned into boredom that 
then turned into horror for these 
three young individuals who then 
found the information they des- 
perately needed to make the un- 
believable documentary. 



After spending several days in 
Uganda, the three college stu- 
dents met Julie Ockot, a pro- 
grams director in Uganda, who 
pointed out the problems in 
northern Uganda at the buspark. 

After much discussion, the stu- 
dents followed her suggestion 
and headed to their destination at 
the buspark in northern Uganda 
and to the city of Gulu. 

When the San Diego residents 
arrived at the buspark, the)' could 
not believe what they saw next. 

Hundreds of children were 
sleeping on the ground, afraid to 
go home because they were ei- 
ther afraid of being killed or be- 
cause their parents died from the 
AIDS epidemic. 

Another individual the stu- 
dents will never forget is Mama 
Sapura, a woman who opened 
one of the first orphanages for 



the children in northern Uganda 
because of so many parents 
dying from the AIDS epidemic. 

Children aged of five to twelve 
are most effective in warfare. 
These are human beings who are 
not emotionally strong because 
they cannot tell they are actually 
doing something wrong. 

Everyday in this atmosphere, 
this superhuman fear drives 
these children to kill. Through- 
out the country too, many dis- 
placement camps are open for 
young children to sleep at for the 
night, now knowing what will 
happen tomorrow. 

In 2007, at least 1.2 million dis- 
placement camps were available 
for young children who were just 
trying to live through the night. 
Many children were not so fortu- 
nate. Since 1986, over 25,000 
children have been abducted and

"I have met a lot of my close 
friends through rugby, we are a 
close-knit group," said junior 
Becky Roof. 

"These girls support and re- 
spect each, other and are not 
girly-girls on the pitch, they 
swear, spit, get hurt and get back 
up," says Johnston. "They learn 
if they can play rugby, they can 
tackle the world." 

Uganda 

taken into the civil war by the 
LRA. 

In addition, at least 75 percent 
of all people in northern Uganda 
have been affected by the war be- 
cause a relative or a friend was 
killed. 

Peace talks continue to be fa- 
cilitated through the United Na- 
tions, but nothing has happened 
yet to stop the violence. Last 
year, 80,000 children in 130 cities 
participated in "Global Night 
Commute," where they brought 
awareness to the government to 
stop and make a stand of this 
issue. 

On April 28, 2007, children all 
across the United States will live 
and camp out for 24 hours in 
"Operation Displacement" to try 
and bring more awareness to this 
unfortunate situation.

Utica posted two goals in each 
period as they blanked the 
Dutchmen 6-0. 

Miller made 33 saves in the 
game on his way to shattering the 
single season school record for 
saves. Previously set at 632 by 
Sonny Holding '06, Miller added 
131 to that total to set the bar at 
763. 

On Saturday the Valley hon- 
ored their three seniors as they 
took the ice for the last time in 
an LVC uniform. Beatrice along 
with Jeff Smith and Ryan Tibur- 
tini have embodied Dutchmen 
hockey for the past four years. 

With his goal on Friday, Beat- 
rice tied Scott Schilling '03 with 
49 career goals, good enough for 
fifth all-time. In his 92 games in 
a Dutchmen sweater, Beatrice 
recorded 88 points. 

Smith finished his career only

The Dutchmen sit in the fifth 
spot in the Commonwealth Con- 
ference standings. 

On Wednesday night, Lebanon 
Valley hosted the Greyhounds 
from Moravian College and was 
victorious, 71-64. 

Senior Jimmy Curran paced 
the Dutchmen in the win, scor- 
ing 22 points on 9-for-22 shoot- 
ing from the floor and 4-for-7 
from three-point land in 32 min- 
utes of action. 

Curran currendy has a career 
total of 1,238 points and sits at 
number 15 on Lebanon Valley's 
all-time scoring list, passing Dick 
Shover '57 on the list. 

In the first half, the Valley 
opened up on a huge 10-2 run, 
which was capped off by a Cur- 
ran long-ball just under the 16:30 
mark on die clock. 

Minutes later, another crucial 
Dutchmen run, this one an 11-4 
spurt, put the Valley up for the 
first time by double-digits at 25- 
1 5, with a little under seven min- 
utes to go in the half.

Lebanon Valley took a 38-25 
lead into the locker room. 

In the second half, the Grey- 
hounds held their ground and 
got within five with just over a 
minute to go with the score at 
67-62. 

But two sophomores iced the 
game from the line with less than 
30 seconds to go for the Valley. 

Kyle Enoch and Dustin Kerns 
hit two free-thrown each to give 
the Dutchmen the solid victory. 

Enoch finished the game with 
ten points and five assists in 31 
minutes of action.

Proposed Zoning Ordinance Could Cause Housing Crunch

A group of Annville property 
owners met last Monday evening 
to discuss proposed zoning laws 
that would make off campus life- 
more than a little difficult for 
LVC students should the regula- 
tions pass. 

One of many proposed 
changes would limit the number 
of tenants who aren't related to 
each other to three. The current 
regulations permit five unrelated 
tenants in a single property. This 
law would stop more than three 
students seeking to live in the 



same rental unit off campus 
from living together, something 
that could affect both current 
and future students. 

The next Annville Township 
meeting will be held on the first 
Monday of March, and Town- 
ship officials will most likely be 
voting on the proposal then. 

Junior Patrick Krumenacker 
attended the meeting so that the 
property - owners seeking to chal- 
lenge the new proposal would 
have student backing. He has 
tried to mobilize more students 
in helping, but has yet to get a 
significant following. 

"I have a place where I intend 
on living next year," says Krume- 



nacker. "But there are more than 
three of us, which could present 
a problem. All we do is com- 
plain, but we should appeal to 
the students on this one because 
you have power in numbers." 

Property owners are very con- 
cerned about the issue since 
since it would mean lower rents 
which would lead to lower prop- 
erty values. 

They also feel that students are 
as much a part of the Annville 
community as non student citi- 
zens and that students should 
have a right to live where they 
want. 

Joe Elder, a owner of a rental 
property on King St. who rents 



to LVC students, says "LVC stu- 
dents are a part of the commu- 
nity. I think that they have the 
right to live in town, as long as 
they are responsible." 

There are, of course, tensions 
between citizens of Annville and 
LVC students. Several isolated is- 
sues have made citizens less uian 
accepting of the student popula- 
tion, but Elder doesn't believe 
that this should be a core reason 
for preventing students from liv- 
ing off campus. 

"Take a couple of those inci- 
dents where kids are partying 
until the wee hours of the morn- 
ing. It is enough to turn the 
neighbors off," said Elder. "Au- 



thorities take that as everyone is 
bad, but I've had more problems 
from non college students than 
from college students." 

Members of the administra- 
tion could not be reached for 
comment by the time of publica- 
tion. 

There is a Facebook group 
concerning this issue that stu- 
dents can join if they want to 
help Annville property owners 
stop the new ordinance from 
being passed. 

Students can also contact 
Patrick Krumenacker for more 
information on how they can 
voice their opinions to the local 
government.

For the many of you who do 
not know me, my primary expe- 
rience is not academic but pas- 
toral. For most of my adult life, 
I have served as a parish minis- 
ter, 23 of them as the minister 
of a congregadon here in 
Lebanon County. I have 
preached my fair share of ser- 
mons, taught Sunday school, and 
led youth groups. I have sung in 
the choir, helped at the church 
bazaars, and cooked meals for 
the homeless. I have visited the 
sick and needy in hospitals, nurs- 
ing homes, and prisons. I've 
done everything from reading 



Greek and Hebrew to moping 
floors and taking out the 
garbage. I have helped people to 
live and when it came time, 
helped them to die. None of this 
means I am someone special or a 
candidate for sainthood. But it 
does mean that when I call my- 
self a Christian, I have the right 
to that appellation as much as 
any person on campus. 

As a former pastor and now 
professor, there is a difference 
between a church and a college. 
A church may proclaim and ac- 
cept a statement as true by asser- 
tion only. This assertion may be 
the result of a revelation or 
preaching or some other means. 
A college may not accept truths 
by assertion only; each assertion 
must be supported by reason or 
evidence. 

For example, a minority of 
Christians assert "The Bible is 
literally true." While this asser- 
tion may be accepted as "funda- 
mental" for some Christians, a 



college tests that assertion bv 
looking at the biblical text for ev- 
idence to the contrary. 

In Genesis 1:6, 7, 16-18 we 
read, "And God said, 'Let there 
be a firmament in the midst of 
the waters, and let it separate the 
waters from the waters.' And 
God made the firmament and 
separated die waters which were 
under the firmament from wa- 
ters which were above the firma- 
ment. ... And God said, 'Let 
there be lights in the firmament 
of the heavens to separate the 
day from the night ... and let 
there be light in the firmament 
of the heavens to give light upon 
the earth.' And it was so. And 
God made the two great lights, 
the greater light to rule the day 
and the less light to rule the 
night; he made the stars also. 
And God set them in the firma- 
ment of the heavens to give light 
upon the earth to rule over the 
day and over the night and to 
separate the light from the dark- 



ness. 

It didn't take the advent of cell 
phones for human beings to 
know there is no firmament 
holding out the waters above the 
firmament and the sun and trie 
moon are not attached to the fir- 
mament. Space is mostly empty. 
The earth orbits the sun and the 
moon orbits the earth. 

Another test of the assertion 
arises in chapters one and two'of 
Genesis. In chapter one, the 
order or creation is 1) animals 
then 2) co-equal people. In chap- 
ter two, the order is 1) man, 2) 
animals, then 3) Eve. In a college 
environment, it is entirely appro- 
priate to ask, "Which order is 
correct?" 

m A third test of the assertion 
arises from 1 Timothy 2:12 "I 
permit no woman to teach or to 
have authority over men. She is 
to keep silent. For Adam was 
formed first then Eve; and 
Adam was not deceived, but the 
woman was deceived and be- 



came a transgressor. Yet woman 
will be saved through bearing 
children if she continues in faith 
and love and holiness with mod- 
esty." 

Taken literally, this text would 
not permit an intelligent, faithful, 
and lovely Christian such as 
Bridget to be the president of 
the Council of Christian Organ- 
izations because "Adam was 
formed first then Eve." Like 
Chaplain Fullmer, I find such 
texts to be "problematic." Actu- 
ally, I find them more than that - 
I find them absurd. 

In an academic environment, 
we question assertions. We keep 
those supported by evidence and 
reason; we continue to question 
those that are not. Though this 
is, at times, a painful process, it 
is the best way we have to sort 
out conflicting claims of truth.

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Marvel Comics' "Ghost Rider' Needs Better Writing 
and Dialogue to Rank Among Elite Superhero Epics

Nicolas Cage, one of Holly- 
wood's most prolific and admired 
actors of our generation, returns 
to the big screen in the big 
budget Marvel comic book adap- 
tation of Ghost Rider. He plays 
Johnny Blaze, an energetic dare- 
devil eager to please cheering au- 
diences with his death defying 
motorcycle leaps. At night in the 
presence of evil, he becomes his 
terrifying alter ego. The Ghost 
Rider, elite minion to Satan him- 
self. 

Directed by Mark Steven John- 
son and co-staring Matt Long III 
as Young Johnny Blaze, Eva 
Mendes as Roxanne Simpson, 
»Peter Fonda as Satan, and Don- 
nld I.ogue as Mack, this movie 
had great potential. Ghost Rider 



unfortunately ranks right up 
there with movies like Cat- 
women and Daredevil. 

There have been several comic 
book characters that have been 
successful on the big screen in- 
cluding Superman in Superman 
Returns, Batman in Batman Be- 
gins, and Spider-man in Spider- 
man 1, 2 and 3; these movies 
should be the core focus when 
trying to develop a new character 
from the list of Marvel super- 
stars. Otherwise audiences be- 
come plagued with watered 
down versions of their favorite 
superheroes on the big screen. 

It's probably an awful idea to 
make bargains and deals with the 
Devil (he's a sneaky snake when 
it comes to upholding his end of 
the bargain), but young naive 
Jonny Blaze decides 'sure why 
not I'll sell my soul for my dad's 
health.'

Every time Blaze would turn 
into the ghost rider, he would 
transition from being a mellow, 
sarcastic, dry, humorous, individ- 
ual into what some might call a 
dumb illiterate.

This 
idea was unique, but not that 
electrifying. 



Blaze's first experience chang- 
ing into the Ghost Rider was rea- 
son to see the movie if nothing 
else. His skin slowly melts away 
and the fire almost eats him alive, 
something you must experience 
for yourself to believe. 

Movies tend to repeat them- 
selves to plot. This movie is a 
perfect example of that brief in- 
troduction to all the main char- 
acters, than girl troubles, 
followed by a little action, than 
retrieving the girl from the crim- 
inals, and finally the end credits.

The Lebanon Valley Flying 
Dutchmen lost their last game of 
the season on Saturday, falling 
64-49 to Susquehanna University, 
squandering any chance at a play- 
off berth. 

Scoring only 15 first-half 
points, the Dutchmen found 
themselves down by 24 points at 
the half. The Valley outscored 
the Crusaders by nine in the sec- 
ond half, but it was not nearly 
enough to overcome the Dutch- 
men's deficit. 

With the loss Lebanon Valley 
fell to 7-17 on the season and 4- 
10 in the Commonwealth Con- 
ference, good enough for 
seventh place in the conference, 
ahead of Widener University. 

Prior to the game, the Dutch- 
men had an outside shot at a 
playoff spot, needing several 
things to fall into place. Lebanon 
Valley needed the win coupled 
with loses by both Juniata and 
Elizabeth town. 

Elizabethtown did their part 
falling to Moravian 101-85. The 
Dutchmen's hopes, however, 
were spoiled by their loss to the 
Crusaders and Juniata's impres- 
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trious career in a Lebanon Valley 
uniform %ith 1299 career points 
and 769 career rebounds, includ- 
ing 367 points this season to ac- 
company her 225 rebounds on 
the year. For her career, Johnson 
ranks second in rebounds and 
third in points all-time in team 
history. 

Saturday's loss also marked the 
end of senior guard Allie Buder's 
tenure with the Dutchmen. But- 
ler, like Johnson, has provided 
veteran leadership to the young 
squad, recording 130 points on 
the season to accompany a team 
leading 56 assists. 

Both Budcr and Johnson were 
honored before the game, intro- 
duced to the crowd and escorted 
onto the court by their families. 

In the last minutes of the 
game, first year head coach Todd 
Goclowski called time-outs al- 
lowingjohnson, and then Buder, 
to leave the game individually so 
the fans could recognize them 
each one last time. 

"Playing my last game in an 
LVC uniform was very bitter- 
sweet for me," said Buder. "I've 
been playing basketball since I 
was in second grade so it's a very 
odd feeling to say that I'm fin- 
ished."

Bish also put up solid perform- 
ances in the game scoring ten 
points a piece, most coming in 
the second half. 

The only other player to get on 
the board was junior guard Jenna 
Gambino who recorded seven 
points, all in the second half. 

Despite a quiet performance 
from the freshmen in Saturday's 
game, the Dutchmen have a solid 
young core of players and will re- 
turn will-be-seniors Geiger, 
Gambino and Cassandra Mar- 
tinez in leadership roles. 

Lebanon Valley also received 
strong efforts from numerous 
sophomores and freshmen on 
the year. 

Bish stood out in her second 
season with the Dutchmen 
recording 114 points in an injury 
shortened 15-game season. For 
the season, Bish was second on 
the team in points per game, 
trailing only Johnson. 

"We will definitely miss our 
seniors Johnson and Buder," said 
Gambino, "but our team is still 
young and many of the under- 
classmen have had the opportu- 
nity to get some important 
experience this year." 

Gambino went on to praise 
her young teammates who just 
finished their first season with 
the team. 

"Cassie Moore is a versatile 
player that can play inside or 
out," said Gambino. "Jill Ryba 
has a dagger 3-ball with really 
deep range. . Julie Adams has re- 
ally provided us with some great 
minutes as a starter and off the 
bench." 

Buder, like Gambino, believes 
in the team's returning players 
and feels confident about the 
team's future. 

"I have the utmost confidence 
in the younger players on our 
team for the future," said Buder. 
I trust that they will work very 
hard to fill the shoes and places 
that Monica [Johnson] and I have 
left. I know that the program will 
continue to grow in the future 
despite those of us whose time 
has come to say goodbye."

New Residence Halls

Campus residency is about to 
get a much-needed facelift. 

In conjunction with Spillman 
Farmer Architects, Lebanon Val- 
ley College is planning its next 
residence hall. 

Blueprints for the building 
propose both single and double 
bedrooms, as well as a higher 
concentration of bathrooms. Di- 
agrams also offer kitchens, 
lounges, and study rooms, all dis- 
tributed across three floors. 

Jason Kuntz, Director of Res- 
idential Life, explained that 
rather than clone Marquette or 
Dellinger with another complex 
of suites, the proposed residency 
will host "pod-like neighbor- 
hoods." 

"Each 'pod' has sixteen or sev- 



enteen beds in it, with a combi- 
nation of single and double [bed- 
rooms]," he said. 

In addition to traditional 
lounges, the building will also 
furnish students with a game 
room, an IT lounge, and a desig- 
nated TV lounge. These rooms 
will be adjacent to the building's 
laundry room - which, unlike 
contemporary residence , halls, 
will be situated on the second 
floor. 

Rosemary Yuhas, Dean of Stu- 
dent Services, explained "Some 
people like, [the pod] concept 
better than suites, because with 
suites you're isolated to a com- 
mon room." 

With the planned residence 
hall, about 16 students will share 
a common living area stationed 
immediately outside of their 
bedrooms, with three smaller, 
more private continued on page 2

remarked, "We were very con- 
scious that [Green Lot] is com- 
muter parking. The college is 
very aware of commuter needs, 
and even before this construc- 
tion begins, we will have accom- 
modations for commuters." 

Asked about the relocation of 
commuter parking, Yuhas replied 
that the planning committee is 
cautiously considering all op- 
tions. 

"A possibility might be behind 
Hammond, Keister, or 
Funkhouser. Of course, parking 
reguf^fjons would be actively en- 
forced"' to prevent resident stu- 
dents from taking advantage of 
the commuter parking." 

Yuhas also noted that there 
"are not many other locations on 
[the residential] side of campus 
that [the college] could construct 
a new facility." 

Kuntz explained that the hall's 
designs "were created as a result 
of the feedback [administrators] 
have received from students." He 
also stressed that these plans are 
not final, and encouraged stu- 



ing's Faust lounge, where the 
blueprints are on display. 

"Now we are asking students 
for additional feedback. We want 
to find out, 'is this congruent 
with what you've told us be- 
fore?'" 

An open discussion will be 
held this Thursday, March 1 , with 
Spillman Farmer Architects. 
Kuntz urged all students to at- 
tend, reinforcing how critical 
their input is. 

"We love for students to stop 
by, look at the diagrams, and 
leave comments. We want their 
feedback." 

Yuhas stated that she is gener- 
ally confident about the project. 

"I'm feeling positive that the 
college is in a position and has 
the opportunity to build a new 
residence hall, and one that will 
be high-tech and have the ameni- 
ties that students have indicated 
to us that they would like to have. 
I think it's a hall that students will 
enjoy and have significant oppor- 
tunity to

College as a Business: Facilities 
Services Tackles Tough Jobs

walkways are just one of the 
many benefits Lebanon Valley 
College receives from its Depart- 
ment of Facilities Services. Di- 
rector of Facilities Services, 
Donald Santostefano believes 
that faciliues services is an im- 
portant aspect of the whole op- 
eration, that operation being the 
college a? a business. With a 



staff of 62 people, facilities serv- 
ices manages the general opera- 
tion, ' construction, and 
renovation of all facilities owned 
by the college. These facilities in- 
clude buildings, landscapes, and 
athletic fields. 

The Department of Facilities 
Services is a business in of itself. 
It provides a service to its cus- 
tomers, which are the College's 
faculty, administration and stu- 
dents. Like any business, facili- 
ties services has expenses. The 
biggest expense is labor totaling 
more than $2 million. Labor in- 
cludes wages and benefits. En- 
ergy is also a very large expense. 
According to Santostefano, the 



energy bill for 2005 was SL2 mil- 
lion. Santostefano says that fa- 
cilities services' job is to 
minimize expenses and provide 
efficiency, which are the main 
objectives of all businesses. A 
primary mission of the depart- 
ment is to spend the College's 
money wisely. Facilities Services 
performs duties such as, making 
sure fire alarms are working 
properly and providing proper 
lighting in classrooms, with an 
efficient amount of workers and 
energy. Santostefano points out 
that "Facilities Services exists for 
the sole purpose of assisting the 
College in achieving its primary 
mission." 



In Retrospect: Video Game 
Study Conducted at LVC

Last Thursday marked the end 
of this year's phase of the video 
game retention study conducted 
at LVC on behalf of the Milton 
S. Hershey Medical Center. The 
study, which was carried out in 
the Activities Room 1 in the 
basement of the College Center, 
was designed and coordinated by 
Dr. Marshall "Bush" Jones of 
the Department of Behavioral 
Science at Hershey Med. Fund- 
ing for the project came from the 
U.S. Army Research Institute for 
the Behavioral and Social Sci- 
ences. 

According to Jones, the pur- 
pose of the study is to test a the- 
ory he has developed concerning 
the nature of acquired motor 
skills. Ordinarily we assume that 
a person's skill in performing a 
given motor task will increase 
with practice until he can per- 
form the task automatically (e.g., 
learning to ride a bicycle.). At this 
point, we assume, he will be able 
to carry out the task uniformly 
well. However, says Jones, that is 
not necessarily the case. 

When a person learns a motor

skill to the point of automatism, 
according to the theory, then his 
performance will become "state 
variant" — that is, it will vary de- 
pending on what he is thinking 
about, what he had for breakfast, 
and so on. 

A certain portion of his atten- 
tion has been freed up by the au- 
tomatism and now wander on 
idle thoughts to interfere with his 
performance. 

Jones is testing his theory by 
first having college students learn 
to play Atari home video games 
then retesting their abilities a tier 
a lapse of several months. For 
the experiment,Jones divided die 
students into two groups: short 
format and medium format. 

Students in the short format 
group had five half-hour sessions 
in which to learn the video game 
and will receive $45 for their par- 
ticipation. Students in the 
medium format group had ten 
half-hour sessions in which to 
learn the game and will receive 
$75. 

If Jones' theory is correct, then 
the performance of the medium 
format students will become

state variant and will conse- 
quently be worse than that of the 
short format students on retest- 
ing 

Four local colleges (LVC, Eliz- 
abethtown, Dickinson, and Capi- 
tol College) are taking part in the 
study. At each campus, 50 to 60 
students are used as subjects for 
the experiment. Individual par- 
ticipants are chosen on a volun- 
tary basis with the aid of a brief 
questionnaire to screen out stu- 
dents who have previously 
played the video games. Consid- 
erations are also made to select 
an equal balance of male and fe- 
male subjects. 

Although the final round of 
testing will be completed next 
year, Jones says the results may 
not be published in a scientific 
journal for more than two years. 
Nevertheless, the Army plans to 
use the findings from the study 
before that time to help revamp 
its Armed Services Vocational 
Aptitude Battery (ASVAB), 
which, according to Jones, used 
to be an inefficient paper-and- 
pencil affair.

After an impressive finish to a 
not-so-impressive season, the 
Lebanon Valley Flying Dutch- 
men baseball team is optimistic 
about its chances in 2007. 

Last year, the Dutchmen strug- 
gled, posting a 14-24 record. 
However, by sweeping the final 
regular season series, the Dutch- 
men were able to post a winning 
record in conference play (11-10) 
and claim the fourth and final 
spot in the Commonwealth Con- 
ference playoff picture. 

Head coach Keith Evans re- 
turns for his fourth season man- 
aging the Dutchmen team. In his 
previous three years as the 
Dutchmen's skipper, Evans 
posted a 48-60 record including 
a respectable 30-33 Common- 
wealth Conference record. 

The young Dutchmen team 
will be led by three senior players, 
outfielder and catcher Richie 
Schwartz, outfielder Dan Kelly, 
and pitchar Matt Sanders. 

Last, season, Schwartz batted 
.387 with 24 runs scored, and 24 
runs batted in (RBI). He also led 
the team with a .507 on-base per- 
centage among those with over 
20 at-bats. 

Schwartz is happy with last 
year's team, but says he expects 
more from the 2007 squad. 

"We had a good season last 
year," he said. "Making playoffs 
was one of our major goals, and

we achieved that. This year, 
though, we are focusing on even 
bigger things." 

Kelly had a solid 2006 season 
scoring 27 runs and leading the 
Dutchmen with a .398 batting 
average, .528 slugging percentage 
and 12 stolen bases. 

Sanders also performed well in 
a rollercoaster season on the 
mound, posting a misleading 
5.84 earned run average (ERA), 
but recording a team-high 25 
strikeouts. 

As a member of the team, 
Sanders is confident. 

"The team has high expecta- 
tions this year. We have the ma- 
jority of our pitching staff 
returning along with 
seven starters, and these guys 
want nothing more than to make 
it to, and win, regionals," said 
Sanders. 

Even with his optimism, 
Sanders and his teammates do 
understand the difficulty of play- 
ing in the MAC. Sanders pointed 
to Elizabethtown and Widener as 
the teams to beat. 

The Dutchmen will return sev- 
eral notable younger players to 
accompany the senior on the 
squad, including sophomore 
pitcher Travis Smart, sophomore 
pitcher Nick Faria and junior 
short-stop John Mentzer. 

The Flying Dutchmen baseball 
team will start its season in 
Phoenix, Ariz, over spring break. 
The team's first home game is on 
Friday, March 1 6 at 3 p.m.

Lebanon Valley finished sec- 
ond in die conference standings 
for the third consecutive year, 
coming within one game of ad- 
vancing to the Division III 
NCAA tournament after a hard 
fought one-game championship 
defeat at the hands of bitter-rival. 
Juniata College. 

Hollinger returns plenty of 
weapons for the squad, as senior 
Amy Batz, who finished the '06 
campaign with a .372 batting av- 
erage with 51 hits and 24 RBIs, is 
one player to watch to have a 
breakout year again.

Combined, Roberts and 
OToole tallied 18 complete 
games and 140 strikeouts in 
179.3 innings pitched.

Weist recorded 24 hits and 10

After a heart-breaking, buzzer- 
beating, overtime loss to Susque- 
hanna two weeks ago, it seemed 
as though the Dutchmen men's 
hoops squad was through with 
their 2007 season.

The Dutchmen earned the 
diird spot in the bracket with 
their hard-faught season. 

It was the first contest the two 
schools ever had against each 
other in men's basketball. 

The No. 6 Tartans of Carnegie 
Mellon came into last night's ' 



match on a six-game losing 
streak. Their regular season 
record of 12-11 (5-9 in their con- 
ference) earned them sixth out 
of eight teams in the University 
Athletic Association. 

On Friday night, the winner of 
last night's contest will move on 
to face the victor of the match- 
up between No. 7 Gwynedd- 
Mercy and No. 2 DeSales. 

The semifinals and finals will 
take place at the highest-ranked 
remaining school's home court.

The Valley is making its fifth 
ECAC Playoff appearance since 
1997-98. In three of the last four 
showings the Dutchmen walked 
away from the ECACs with the 
tournament title in hand. 

The last time the Dutchmen 
made the tournament was in 
2003-04. The No. 6 squad upset 
all three of the top seeds to win 
the championship that year.

Orfanella Earns Two Golds, Resets Own Records

record book weekend as he com- 
peted in the MAC Champi- 
onships hosted by Susquehanna 
University on Saturday. 

Orfanella broke his personal 
records in both the weight throw 
and the shot put, each a school 
record, and each good enough to 
earn gold. 

His distance in the shot put, 
48-11, was almost three inches 
better than the record he set last 
month.

College, Architects Discuss Plans for 
New Residential Hall with Students

Last Thursday Residential Life 
and Spillman-Farmer Architects 
invited students to a lecture and 
discussion regarding the new res- 
idence hall, scheduled to open in 
the fall of 2009. 

Jason Kuntz, Director of Res- 
idential Life, convened the meet- 
ing by welcoming students and 
.representatives of the architec- 
tural firm. He reminded students 
how seriously the college is tak- 
ing their input. 

"We would like feedback. It 
does have an impact on how this 
new residence hall will be con- 
structed." 

Jim Whildin, the first represen- 
tative of the LVC's architectural 



partner, described the process 
that yielded the most recent blue- 
prints. 

"We had to consider munici- 
pality restrictions, which say that 
new buildings need to be con- 
structed at least twenty-five feet 
from the street," Whildin stated. 

The architects also considered 
aesthetics. 

"We were very interested in 
shape, and tried to make it con- 
form to the neighborhood. We 
thought throwing in just a slab of 
building would seem hostile." 

Whildin then outlined the 
building's capacity, noting that 
the intent is to house 150 stu- 
dents across an innovative pod- 
like structure. 

"Pods are essentially 15 or 16 
students accommodated around 
a shared living area." 



Singles planned for the new 
residence hall are approximately 
120 square feet - 25 feet larger 
than Dellinger. By the same 
token, doubles are 170 square 
feet. 

Among amenities considered 
are a second-floor laundry room, 
a game room, an elevator, a 
kitchen, and a wireless network. 
Spillman-Farmer Architects sec- 
ond representative, Mary Wil- 
ford-Hunt, elaborated. 

"We would take acoustics into 
account when planning for 
amenities like the elevator and 
game room," she noted. 

Wilford-Hunt also noted that 
the entryway will be at "the heart 
of campus" — closer to the rear 
entrance of Silver Hall. Addi- 
tionally, 26 parking spaces will be

LVC Students, English Professors 
Continue Colloquium Series with 
^Democracy in Literature' Panel

Literature will never have one 
set definition. 

Last Tuesday, three English 
professors presented and argued 
their definitions and viewpoints 
on literature and how it related to 
democracy during a roundtable 
discussion as they continued the 
colloquium series "Democracy 
and its Discontents." 

Dr. Catherine Romagnolo pre- 
sented her view on democracy in 
literature as she described the 
various ways in which African- 
American writers since the late 
nineteenth-century have em- 
braced, challenged, and shaped 
notions of American democracy. 

Romagnolo spoke about such 
authors as W.E.B. DuBois, 
Booker T. Washington, Langston 
Hughes, and Lucille Clifton. 

Romagnolo, trying to show 
comparing and contrasting views 



to these aforementioned authors, 
presented a clip from an episode 
of the Dave Chapelle Show, who 
is an African American come- 
dian. 

Chapelle, in the skit called "I 
Know Black People," critiqued 
African American life in democ- 
racy as it showed the skepticism 
of voting in African American 
culture in a democracy. 

"I don't take time to see if lit- 
erature is good or bad," says Ro- 
magnolo. "I see literature as 
interesting or not interesting." 

Dr. John Kearney presented 
his views by describing the sus- 
picion that 1 9th-century writers, 
such assuch as Charles Dickens, 
Thomas Carlyle, Anthony Trol- 
lope, and George Eliot, had of 
democracy. 

Kearney, along with the British 
authors and their works, talked 
about two reform bills in Eng- 
land in the nineteenth century, 
one in 1832 and one in 1871. 

In the 1832 Reform Bill in 



England, the middle class wanted 
the expansion for the right to 
vote because the aristocrats were 
causing a crisis in the country. 

In the 1871 Reform Bill in 
England, the skilled workers 
wanted the right to vote too so a 
rebellion broke out between 
these individuals and the aristo- 
cratic conservative population in 
the country. 

Also, Kearney spoke at length 
about Dickens' 1865 novel Our 
Mutual Friend as he described 
how a fortune could be attained 
on real recycled garbage. 

Kearney talked about the rela- 
tionship he believes literature has 
by being either good or bad. 

"I don't equate literature with 
being good," says Kearney. 

Dr. Gary Gneve-Carlson pre 
described 20th-century Ameri- 
can poets and the different devel- 
oped ideas they took on the 
meaning of democracy. 

Grieve-Carlson focused on 
two 20th-cen-

Bush Speaks about War 

Monday marked four years 
since the start of the war in 
Iraq. President Bush said the 
security' crackdown in Bagh- 
dad is showing signs of 
progress. In an address, the 
president asked the American 
people for patience, saying 
that success "will take months, 
not days or weeks." Missing 
from President Bush's speech 
was a mainstay of his past re- 
marks about Iraq: die word 
"victory." 

Pet Food Recall 

Pet owners worried Satur- 
day that the pet food in their 
cupboard may be deadly after 
millions of containers of dog 
and cat food sold at major re- 
tailers across North America 
were recalled. 

Menu Foods, the Ontario- 
based company that produced 
the pet food, said Saturday it 
was recalling dog food sold 
under 46 brands and cat food 
sold under 37 brands includ- 
ing lams, Nutro and Eu- 
kanuba. An unknown number 
of cats and dogs had suffered 
kidney failure and about 10 
died after eating the affected 
pet food, the company said. 

Susquehanna University 

The DEP is testing soil, air 
and water in the vicinity of an 
off-campus residence near 
Susquehanna University to see 
if there are harmful residual 
chemicals that could have 
caused cancer in former resi- 
dents. The investigation 
comes as a result of the ef- 
forts of Linda Kadel, the 
mother of a former SU stu- 
dent who lived in the resi- 
dence and died of a rare form 
of cancer in 2002. Thanks to 
Kadel, the Harrisburg Patriot 
investigated for 8 months and 
first broke the story on March 
4.

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LVC Student Blaine Carfagno 
Publishes Second Book

Every spring, LVC's Green- 
blotter Literary Society releases 
an anthology of student-pro- 
duced literature and art. But hav- 
ing already spent eighteen 
months scribbling his every 
thought, senior Blaine Carfagno 
couldn't wait for that. So in Feb- 
ruary, he did something about it 
-compiling his verses into a 
forty-eight page book. 

"The Young Lake," Carfagno's 
second self-published collection 
of poetry, features 27 new pieces 
in a voice distincdy his own. 

"I wrote about just what any- 
one our age thinks about — love, 
getdng older, self-reflecdon - 
things like that." 

The book, which recurrently 
plays on metaphors of water and 
its motion, is the product of per- 
sonal ambition and healthy en- 
couragement from Carfagno's 
professors. 

"[The idea] originated when an 
old adjunct professor told me 
that some of my strongest 
poems dealt with water imagery," 
he said. "So I started to think of 
how I could create those kinds 
of images with the themes I 
wanted to convey." 

From there, Carfagno engaged 
in an independent study with 
Marv Pettice, Associate Profes-

sor of English. 

"Dr. Pettice helped me a great 
deal with revising my writing 
style," Carfagno said. 

What's consistent across all 48 
pages is Carfagno's unique voice 
— free-verse, enjambed, and col- 
loquial. "A disaster looks -at 
twenty / like nowhere to go / 
but here and now," begins the 
poem "big ones? bygones?". 
"The constant butterscotch 
won't soothe an aching / stom- 
ach (we used to say tummy) that 
hurt / when mother laid us down 



and now pangs after we / lion 
around and panther prowl." With 
his conversational tone, 
Carfagno's poems easily elicit 
sympathetic feeling from their 
readers. 

After completing his pieces, 
Carfagno separated them into 
three categories which would 
eventually become sections of 
his book. The first part, tided 
"the lady and the girl," is five 
poems which tell the story of a 
man's walk across a beach. 

"I'm definitely most proud of 
the first part," he added. 

"of water, or to the virgins- 
who take up much of my time," 
the book's second partition, talks 
of a topic less common: how 
rapidly America's youth is sexu- 
alized. 

Finally, "oh well"-15 poems 
depicting Carfagno's self-de- 
scribed "personal reflections" — 
is fueled by nostalgic and con- 
templative emotion. But regard- 
less of the actual subject matter, 
within each line is an insightful 
definition of what it means to be 
human. 

"I would say that the book is 
something I had a great time 
making. I enjoyed writing and re- 
vising, and seeing my ideas come 
together."

can poets 
and they were Archibald 
MacLeish and Charles Olson, 
who both worked in the Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt administration 
in the 1930s and 1940s. 

Grieve-Carlson first sees the 
relationship between literature 
and democracy having little to do 
with one another. 

Literature, according to 
Grieve-Carlson, is more con- 
cerned with the beautiful, aes- 
thetic, and pleasing meanings 



than how it is related to democ- 
racy. 

"Politics and democracy are 
not good at answering the aes- 
thetic questions and arguments 
in life," says Grieve-Carlson. 

Grieve-Carlson mentions three 
major works of literature as he 
describes the connection with lit- 
erature in democracy. 

Moby Dick, one of the literary 
works of literature Grieve-Carl- 
son mentioned, talks about no 
political issues of the time and 
how they relate to democracy. 



The Adventures of Huckleberry 
Finn is another literary work of 
literature Grieve-Carlson men- 
tions as the work describes how 
African American people are 
treated as property. 

The Great Gatsby is the final lit- 
erary work Grieve-Carlson men- 
tions as he describes in this piece 
how rich people created a plutoc- 
racy and how individuals were 
getting away with murder. 

Does The Chappell Show 
qualify as literature?

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Domestic Violence Awareness

According to the Domestic Vi- 
olence Intervention of Lebanon 
County (DVI), "Nearly one out 
of every three women will expe- 
rience sexual assault by a partner 
during adulthood." 

Domesdc violence has become 
a major issue lacking awareness. 
LVC students had the chance to 
see "The Vagina Monologues" 
that focused on issues like do- 
mesdc violence. The F-Word, a 
campus group focusing on 
women's issues, sponsors the 
monologues and gives a substan- 
tial portion of the proceeds to 
DVI. The money raised by the 
production gready helps DVI 
and its ability to provide its serv- 
ices. 

For victims of domesdc abuse, 
DVI offers an array of services. 
A hotline is available, as well as 
shelters for battered women. 
Volunteers involved in the shelter 
program go through 45 hours of 
training to learn how to be effec- 
dve when working with victims 
of domestic violence. Mary 
Auker, an LVC freshman psy- 
chology major, has been working 
closely with DVI as a volunteer. 

"An easy thing that everyone 



can do is be aware of abuse and 
understand what constitutes 
abuse," Auker says. 

With her DVI training, Auker 
will be working with trie transi- 
tional housing program and will 
also be able to give presentations 
in the new education program. 

Those who volunteer have an 
opportunity to help the program 
in many areas. They can be 
trained to work with the hodine 
or in their shelters and also to do 
footwork such as hanging up 
fliers about upcoming events. 

Two new programs have been 
created for young adults to de- 
velop their critical thinking and 
perception when dealing with 
domestic violence. There is a 
young adult team that meets 
monthly to analyze culture in- 
cluding film, literature, and other 
forms of media and how it af- 
fects the population. A leader- 
ship academy for young men is 
also being developed which is a 
training program to give these 
young men tools to building 
healthy relationships, their roles 
in a relationship, and identifying 
strong male role models. After 
the training sessions, the young 
men will have the ability to be 
peer educators in their schools. 

"I'm Safe" is a young student 
program which will create a safe 



space for children to go after 
school to work on homework 
who may live in a household 
where a safe learning environ- 
ment is not present. 

"'It's a safe space with school 
supplies and a helpful adult pres- 
ence," explains Diane of DVI, 
who prefers to only use her first 
name because her organization 
deals with sensitive issues. 

The program should begin in 
early April at surrounding 
schools. 

"I think it's important even for 
women who haven't had any per- 
sonal experience with domestic 
or sexual violence to get involved 
because it shows support for a 
huge group of women who are 
being abused,"Auker says. 

If you have been a victim of 
domestic violence it is important 
that you take action. Domestic 
violence is not acceptable even 
though some victims don't see it 
as "a big deal". DVI offers free 
and anonymous service to any- 
one who need help with domes- 
tic violence issues. More 
information about domestic vio- 
lence can also be found on DVI's 
website 
www.dviolc.org/ whatis.html.

Have you ever experienced 
chills down your spine because 
you felt someone was watching 
you? Ever woken up in the mid- 
dle of the night sweating and 
horrified because your worst 
nightmare was a reality? 

If this type of thing interests 
you, journey back into the mind 
>f twisted and demented direc- 
tor James Wan, who may be 
more familiar to you as the cre- 
ator of the Saw movies, as he 
eloquently tells the story of a 
disturbed ventriloquist who is 
murdered and has now returned 
to silence the relatives of her 
killers in Dead Silence. 

The movie stars Ryan Kwan- 
ten as Jamie Ashen, Donnie 
Wahlberg as Detective Jim Up- 
ton, Judith Roberts as Mary 
Shaw, and Dmitry Chepovetsky 
as Richard Walker. 

Fans of the Saw genre expect- 
ing excessive torture and gore 
are going to be disappointed be- 
cause this movie is an art work 
piece, focusing on music, cine- 
matography, and storytelling, 
whereas Saw movies are focused 
more on how much gore and 
profanity one can include in a 
movie and still manage to pres- 
ent audiences with a sour and 
[mangled plot. 

The only comparison Dead Si- 
lence and Saw have in common 
is vheir fast-paced directing style. 
The camera is always moving, 
keeping audience members alert 
and manic, although not so it is 
a distraction and frustration, but 
rather to add an edge of realism 
and show heightened fear within 
the characters. 

The movies score, composed 
by Charlie Clouser, was very dra- 
matic and added to the enjoy- 
ment of this picture. It offered 



several scares and built tension 
as the movie began to climax. 
Clouser's use of instrumentation 
allowed for some interesting mu- 
sical effects during a scene in 
which the main character returns 
to Mary Shaw's creepy old the- 
ater. 

Use of color was also intrigu- 
ing: mostly neutral shades and 
cloudy murky atmospheres. 
This helped to reinforce the 
ominous feelings the audience 
got right after viewing the 
graphic murder scene after the 
opening credits. 

Cinematography was very well 
executed, and it seemed as 
though each shot was added to 
the film after close scrutiny, so 
every shot was picture perfect. 
Mary Shaw's abandoned theater 
was a treat to tour, the ghost 
town of Ravens Fair was eye 
candy for all, and Ashcn's fa- 
ther's battered mansion offered 
the disturbing atmosphere of a 
haunted house and loneliness. 

Ever since the creation of 
Chuck y (the serial-killing child's 
doll), writers and directors have 
included dolls, which would 
seem to be very innocent chil- 
dren's toys, and transformed 
them into psychopathic sadistic 
killers; Billy, the doll from Dead 
Silence, is no different. 

Before all the dolls in the 
movie come alive, everything 
goes dead silent, and the charac- 
ters know that is their cue to 
beat feet, if they enjoy living. 

Overall I was generally sur- 
prised with my final reactions to 
the movie. I left the theater with 
mouth gaping (say no more), in 
shock, literally in Dead Silence. 

It succeeds as a genre pleaser, 
if nothing else. By the way, "if 
you see her, do not scream, or 
she'll rip your tongue out at the 
scene."

After a difficult spring break 
trip to Phoenix, Ariz., the 
Lebanon Valley baseball team 
was ready for most anything — 
except snow. 

The Flying Dutchmen's home 
opener against the Albright Col- 
lege Lions, scheduled for Friday, 
was postponed as several inches 
of snow covered the field with 
more snow still accumulating. 

The large amount of snow was 
also enough to postpone the 
doubleheader scheduled for Sat- 
urday against the Lions in Read- 
ing, Pa. 

After winning their first game 
of the season, the Dutchmen 
went on a seven-game losing 
streak to end the spring break 
trip with a disappointing 1-7 
record. 

The Dutchmen will have to 
wait to try and break their seven- 
game skid. 

"Overall, 1 diink the extra time 
off will help us," said junior sec- 
ond-baseman Corey Lamoureux. 
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"We have a few guys who have 
injuries so the time off will give 
them time to heal." 

Despite the positives of the 
extra time off, this break could 
put an extra strain on the team's 
young arms when the games are 
rescheduled. 

Offensively, the Dutchmen 
thrived in Phoenix, batting .31 1 
while driving in 45 runs and scor- 
ing 54 in eight games.

Even with the solid offensive 
numbers, there is still room for 
improvement on offense.

This winter sports season no ath- 
letes shined brighter in the respective 
sports than Nick Orfanella and 
Monica Johnson. The indoor track 
and field squad and the women's 
basketball team were helped tremen- 
dously by the efforts of 
Ofanella .and Johnson, re- 
spectively. Both seniors, the 
duo broke numerous 
records on their way to one 
of a kind performances this 
season. 

In the 2007 campaign, Or- 
: anella recorded three first place 
finishes in four meets 
throughout the regular sea- 
son. After only the second 
meet of the season, he had 
already met the NCAA pro- 
visional qualifying standard 
in the weight throw. 

The MAC championships 
were where Orfanella gave 
his best performance to 
date. His distance of 48-11 
in the shot put was almost 
three inches better than the 
previous record, which he 
also set. 

But the shot put was not 
the only record he would 
reset that day. In Orfanella's 
specialty, the weight throw, 
he again beat a previous 
personal best and school 
record, this time by close to nine 
inches. His 55-5 Vi heave is cur- 
rently No. 1 in LVC record books. 



Orfanella earned 20 of his team's 31 points for 
the meet and was named MAC Male Athlete of the 
Year. This marked the first time since 1995 that 
LVC had a male athlete capture the honor in indoor 
track. 

For Johnson, some of her accolades were 
earned even before the season began. 
D3hoops.com named Johnson a Preseason All- 
American Honorable Mention. She started the 
season out strong and in only the fifth ^ 
game of the campaign she reached a 
career milestone. 

With 24 points that night, John- 
son reached 1 ,000 for her career, 
the seventh player to do so in 
school history. Johnson was a 
workhorse all year providing 
30% of her team's scoring on 
the season. She finished the 
year leading her team in five cat- 
egories including steals (35), re- 
bounds (225), blocks (19) and field 
goal percentage (52.4%). 

Johnson was named to the Com- 
monwealth Conference Weekly 
Honor Roll four times through- 
out the 2006-2007 season and

mail by bringing all of these 
elements under one umbrella." 
Adams said. "It's just more con- 
venient." 

But convenience will stem 
from more than just site integra- 
tion. MyLVC's framework allows 
administrators to distribute up- 
dates faster than ever before. 

"Right now students might get 



up to three e-mails a day from 
Dean Yuhas or Jason Kuntz," 
Bucher explained. "But with 
MyLVC, we'll be able to roll out 
news a lor faster."

An Etch-A-Sketch®! To many 
Americans, this may seem like a 
toy of a bygone era, considering 
that parents give their kids video 
games, computer programs, or 
even cell phones as gifts nowa- 
days. However, many have seen, 
if not owned, an Etch-A- 
Sketch® back in the day! 

The original Etch-A-Skctch® 
was called "The Magic Screen" 
by Frenchman Arthur Granjenn, 
who developed the toy in the 
1950s, but sold his producdon 
rights to the Ohio Art Company 
at the Internadonal Toy Exhibi- 
tion in Nuremburg, Germany. 
The year was 1 959. 

The next Christmas, die now- 
titled Etch-A-Sketch® became 
an instant hit on the children's 
toy market. The Ohio Art Com- 
pany calls it the world's "first 
laptop" on their website 



www.world-of-toys.com. Fur- 
thermore, this toy is so well- 
known that it even has its own 
separate category from the other 
items on the OAC's website. But 
how does this nostalgic device 
work? Behind the glass screen 
on an Etch-A-Sketch® is a mix- 
ture of tiny plastic beads and 
' aluminum powder. When the 
two knobs on the front of the 
screen are turned, a stylus is 
dragged through the mixture, 
creating a black line. Don't like 
your creation? Just give die toy a 
shake, and poof! 

The mixture goes back to- 
gether and leaves a clean screen 
for further drawing. While am- 
ateurs typically draw haphaz- 
ardly or limit themselves to 
straight-lined sketching, simulta- 
neous manipulation of the 
knobs produces curved lines, 
which opens up millions of 
imaginative options to the artist.

Broken windows, stolen 
stereos, CDs, aand speakers... a 
scene common to big cities, 
right? Wrong, it has happened 
right here in small town Annville. 

On Monday morning March 
1 0, eleven vehicles vandalized in 
the Silver and Funkhouser park- 
ing lots. Campus security esti- 
mates the damage occurred some 
time between 2 a.m. and 7:30 
a.m. 

This is not the first time vehi- 
cles have been vandalized on 
campus, so security is taking nec- 
essary precautions to ensure such 
incidents do not occur again. 

However,. th i e lK s | t^jients who 
were vandalized arc not keeping 
their hopes up. "They [Security] 
have been saying that since my 
freshman year and nothing has 
been done since," said senior 
Tony Burke, who lost approxi- 
mately $3,800 in the theft. 

The vandalism was reported at 
7:30 a.m. Monday morning by a 
resident of North College Av- 
enue who had her car parked in 
the Silver lot. Soon afterwards, 
ten other vehicles were found to 
be vandalized. 

A drill bit was found at the 
scene of every vandalized auto- 
mobile. The bit and a hammer 
was used to smash the windows. 
Every vehicle was damaged; 
some had stereos, CD players, 
CDs or even huge speakers 
stolen. The total damage of ten 
of the eleven vehicles is $10,200, 
according to Campus Security. 

"We believe it was a group of 
people who committed the crime 
and they were at least semi-orga- 
nized, they new what they were 
doing," said Chief of Security 
Alan Yingst. "It was a basic hit 
and run, they got in and out as 
fast as they could." 

Yingst says they are taking 
many precautions so this hope- 
fully does not happen again. 
LVC's Security is working hand- 
in-hand with the Annville Police 
Department to hopefully get 



some idea of who the criminals 
may be. 

Area high schools, college, and 
businesses have been notified of 
the incident. Lighting is being 
checked, and walk-around secu- 
rity is being upgraded. 

"We arc asking that if anyone 
has any information to share it, 
to prevent this from happening 
in the future," adds Yingst. 

Despite all the new efforts by 
security, many students feel they 
should have been implemented 
long ago. 

"The school needs to look at 
how good of a job security is 
doing in protecting us," said 
Mike Nipple, a freshman who 
had his stereo ruined from the 
force of trying,to get it out of 
the car. His ^dashboard was 
cracked as well v 

Many raise the point about the 
insufficient lighting in both park- 
lots. Last fail it was reported 
•1 was hit by a car that was 
icking up; the incident was 
blamed on the bad lighting of 
Funkhouser parking lot. It was 
said the problem would be taken 
care of right away. However, 
nothing has been done since. 

Another complaint is the lack 
of security personnel on campus. 
The night of the vandalism two 
officers were on duty; however, 
one officer left at midnight. That 
left one officer to cover the 
whole campus. 

That one person has to make 
sure all the dormitory doors are 
locked, walk through the four 
different zones the campus is 
broken into, do a vehicle patrol 
if necessary, and finally any other 
duties that need to be done. 

Yingst explained that he wants 
more security personnel and 
more visibility. Currendy there 
are five full-time officers and 
himself. Security is often asked to 
work other events such as Spring 
Arts and basketball games. In 
those cases, he utilized part-time 
officers. 

Also, more officer are pa- 
trolling the campus from Thurs- 



day night to Sunday morning be- 
cause there is much more activity 
on those nights. Sunday night 
and Monday mornings are usu- 
ally quiet, so the extra security is 
not used. 

'It is difficult to be everywhere 
you want to be and be at the right 
place at the right time. Car thefts 
are very~tornmon to all areas, 
they can happen very quickly. We 
are doing all we can to ensure 
that people have a safe place to 
park their vehicles," says Yingst. 

To those who were vandalized, 
inadequate security is not their 
only complaint. They complain 
of the lack of the college to take 
any liability for the incident. 

"I don't understand how the 
school can not be liable when the 
problem is inadequate security," 
says Burke, whose CD player and 
175 CDs were stolen. 

However, Yingst defends that 
this really is something that must 
be dealt with through the car in- 
surance companies. The insur- 
ance should cover most of the 
damage depending on the policy. 
However, both Burke and Nipple 
are still paying money out of 
their pockets. 

So the debate continues and 
every side has their own story. 
However, as inadequate as secu- 
rity may be on this campus, they 
arc doing something about the 
thefts. 

As of last week, Yingst was 
meeting with the county police 
chiefs to see if they are any closer 
to finding the criminals. There 
was other activity of vandalism 
reported around the same area, 
but whether it is linked to the 
same group, [police] are unsure. 

Yingst offered some good ad- 
vice to make sure students do 
not have their belongings stolen. 

"We are asking that everyone 
take their valuables to their room 
or lock them in die trunk. Keep- 
ing a record of the serial num- 
bers on such things such as CD 
players may help recover them if 
[they're] stolen."

While a handful of lines are" 
hokey and laughable, only a frac- 
tion of which are intended to be, 
the writing in the film does not 
try to echo the current or classic 
TV series, nor does it attempt to 
make the turdes into something 
their not — adults. 

Visually this is by far the most 



aesthetically pleasing of all four 
turtles movies. A certain brother 
on brother fight is particularly 
enthralling as the action moves 
seamlessly against a backdrop the 
likes of which could only be pro- 
vided by New York City.

Political Action thriller 'Shooter' 
Unoriginal and Predictable

Exploding on the big screen is 
director Antoine Fuqua's political 
action thriller Shooter, packed 
with a punch sure to please ac- 
tion-hungry Mark Wahlberg fans. 
Along with Mark Wahlberg star- 
ring as retired expert marksman 
Bobby Lee Swagger are Michael 
Pena as Nick Memphis, Danny 
Glover as Colonel Isaac Johnson, 
and Kate Mara as Sarah Fenn. 

Shooter is a throwback to the 
conspiracies and corruptions sur- 
rounding the September 11 at- 
tacks against the United States 
and a director's chance to express 
his own opinions about his faith 
in our judicial and governmental 
systems. 

Just 1 5 minutes into the movie, 
it was easy to pick up on the fact 
that Swagger wa,s_going to bd 
framed for the presidential assas- 
sination. Unpredictability and 
originality were absent, and 
Wahlberg's proverbial and mo- 
notonous screen personality was 
apparent throughout. 

The explosions and action se- 
quences seemed misplaced, only 



occasionally adding to the story. 
The sub-plot about an oil 
pipeline was muddled among the 
main plot — Swagger's attempt to 
become a free man once again. 

Wahlberg's portrayal of Swag- 
ger is executed perfecdy and 
comes across nicely on screen. 
His persona is definitely that of a 
military war hero; he's beyond 
tough, almost Herculean, and 
willing to serve at the beck and 
call of his country. Some actors 
are just born for certain roles. 
Wahlberg is the perfect example 
of this idea. 

Cinematography was surpris- 
ingly epic, capturing the beauty 
of the snowy mountaintops of 
Swagger's residence, the serenity 
of the countryside out west, and 
the cityscapes of Philadelphia, 
PA; Baltimore, MD; and W ash- 
ington, DC. This alone helped to 
sugarcoat some of the plot and 
acting issues. 

Swagger's leitmotif was enjoy- 
able and interesting, making use 
of the splendor and richness of 
the cello with the elegance of the 
guitar. The rest of the sound- 
track was nothing more than dra- 
matic mood music, 
understandably so, since Shooter \s 



a thriller. 

Most will sense an influence of 
the popular Fox Monday night 
thriller, 24: a protagonist who 
goes against the odds, taking 
some bullets along the way, even- 
tually achieving justice by taking 
matters into his own hands, 
whilst heads are turned. 

Remind me why action movies 
are always so formulaic. Shooter is 
unfortunately no different from 
many of the other mindless ac- 
tion titles sojourning on the big 
screen recently. 

Audiences no doubt left the 
theatre with deja vu of the Jason 
Bourne Trilogy, which impressed 
many and are far better movies in 
comparison. 

A compilation of a battered 
hero hoping ttf overtake and out- 
smart the government in order to 
prove his innocence along with 
numerous plot holes and excuses 
for explosions makes this Shooter 
an unoriginal, yet a definite rental 
for a Friday night masculine get- 
together. Sometimes it's either 
"hit or miss"; this one seems to 
miss.

After over two decades at 
LVC, current Athletic Director 
Kathleen Tierney will be moving 
on in early August to Bryn Mawr 
College in suburban Philadel- 
phia. 

Tierney will finish up her du- 
ties here at the Valley in May. 

At Bryn Mawr College, Tier- 
ney will be the director of athlet- 
ics, physical education, and 
wellness starting in the fall of 
2007. 

In a recent interview President 
Stephan MacDonald was quoted 
as saying, "We will miss Kathy 
Tierney enormously. She was a 
ferocious competitor ancf a 
skilled teacher as a coach. For the 
past six years she served as a wise 
and effective director of athletics 
who guided the development of 




our athletic programs with grace 
and intelligence."

it," said Tierney. 

In the fall of 2000, Tierney 
gave up the position as the head 
coach of the women's field 
hockey team after 18 successful 
seasons. 

Tierney has overseen many on- 
field accomplishments in her 
time here at the Valley, such as 
five Commonwealth Conference 
titles, three teams advancing to 
the NCAA Division III Champi- 
onships, and 1 5 teams appearing 
in; their conference champi- 
onship games. 

To add to this, during her

Many average Americans in- 
correctly believe individuals who 
follow the Sikh tradition are Is- 
lamic fundamentalists. 

The main reason for this mis- 
conception is that Sikh believers 
wear traditional clothing, such as 
the turban, and, Sikh males typi- 
cally grow long beards. 

The Sikh Baisakhi Banquet will 
be broken up into three delight- 
ful sections.

These two men may have en- 
dured the hardships of "The 
Great War," but that certainly 
did not stop them from buying 
the recipe of a fluffy marshmal- 
low creme from Archibald 
Query of Somerville, Massachu- 
setts, who had created the win- 
ning substance three years 
earlier. Trying to strike it rich in 
the candy business, Durkee and

Mower decided to use Query's 
marshmallow creme — corn 
syrup, sugar, dried egg whites, 
and vanilla mixed in secret pro- 
portions — to provide a light, 
moist foundadon to many of 
their sweets. However, realizing 
that the creme could be sold in- 
depcndendy due to its massive 
consumer appeal, they began 
markedng it as "Toot Sweet 
Marshmallow Fluff." 

Dropping the "toot sweet," 
the Durkee-Mower Co. product 
later became known simply as 
"Marshmallow Fluff." Addition- 
ally, in a risky but advertising- 
suave move, the company 
sponsored the "Flufferettes" 
radio show during the 1930s and 
1940s to give their product a jolt 
of publicity. It worked. Also 
popularized by the Durkee- 
Mower "Yummy Book," 
"Never-Fail Fudge" was sold 
door to door to raise money for 
American soldiers in World War 
II. 

By 1961, the company had 
patented the peanut-buttcr-and- 



marshmallow sandwich as the 
"Fluffernutter." 

So, what else can Fluff be 
used for, other than in an old 
sandwich? Lots of things! 
Fudge, pies, molded salads, 
cookies, bars, cheesecake, can- 
dies, frosting, ice cream top- 
pings, shakes, and even in hot 
chocolate: "The Yummy Book" 
offers over fifty recipes to satisfy 
the hunger of any Fluff fanatic. 

Take the state of Massachu- 
setts, for instance. Archibald 
Query's hometown Somerville 
sponsored the first-ever Fluff 
festival in the summer of 2006. 
Its name? "What the Fluff." Yes, 
this sticky white stuff may be 
yummy, but some people can be 
complete nuts when it comes to 
honoring their favorite sandwich 
filling.

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Al Gore: 'Our world faces a 
true planetary emergency'

Former Vice President Al 
Gore made a moving return to 
Capitol Hill on March 21, trum- 
peting his usual caveat of a 
global climate crisis and 500,000 
letters of support. 

Gore, narrator of his Oscar- 
winning documentary "An In- 
convenient Truth," preached the 
atmospheric impact of carbon 
dioxide emissions before both 
House and Senate environmental 
committees. 

"This problem is burning a 
hole at the top of the world in 
the ice cover that is one of the 
principal ways our planet cools it- 
self," Gore said. 

According to Gore, carbon 
dioxide is the prime contributor 
to a net of greenhouse gases, 
which trap heat in the world's at- 
mosphere. He implored Con- 
gress to order immediate 



restrictions on further carbon 
dioxide emissions. If Congress 
followed Gore's proposal, those 
emissions would be reduced 90 
percent by 2050. 

But Congress did not fall into 
instant accord. 

"You're not just a little off, 
you're totally wrong," said Rep- 
resentative Joe Barton (R-TX), 
referring to evidence which sug- 
gests that temperature drives 
C02 levels and not the other way 
around, "I sincerely don't agree 
with your conclusions, but I sin- 
cerely do appreciate your passion 
and your willingness to try to 
make a difference." 

Other opponents of Gore's 
proposal cited economic consid- 
erations. 

"This little girl is cold because 
her family could not afford to 
pay their heating bills," said Sen- 
ator Kit Bond (R-MO) while 
pointing to a photo of a girl. 
"Would this little girl have to 
wear two coats inside? How

many millions would suffer her 
fate of freezing through the win- 
ter?" 

Gore conceded that introduc- 
ing pollutant regulations could 
cause heating bills to climb in the 
immediate future. But he insisted 
that, in the long run, economic 
efficiency would shine through. 

"It's going to save you money, 
and it's going to make the econ- 
omy stronger," Gore maintained. 

Representative Ed Markey (D- 
MA), who worked with Gore 
when he first introduced his cli- 
mate crisis theory to Congress 
over 25 year ago, supported an 
initiative, 

"What you were saying about 
information technologies, what 
you were saying about environ- 
mental issues back then, now ret- 
rospectively really do make you 
look like a prophet," Markey-said.

That may be 
the reason why the Kelly Bell 
Band was voted the number one 
blues band in the Mid-Atlantic 
Region for 11 years in a row. 
They have also opened for the 
likes of James Brown and Ziggy 
Marley, and have had bands like 
Good Charlotte and Jimmy's 
Chicken Shack open for them. 
Kelly told us that he hadn't told 
the rest of his bandmates yet, but 
he had recendy gotten a call from 
Alicia Keys' manager about sign- 
ing them to a record label-so ex- 
pect big things from them in the 
future. 

The band, no stranger to the 
stage, has performed in front of 
thousands and thousands of 
people over the )^ears, and has re- 
leased five albums and a new one 
that Kelly said was just finished 
yesterday. 

Afte"r the pre-show, we all 
headed into the dimly-lit, fog- 
filled theater, where purple and 
green stage lights welcomed us. 
We were suddenly transformed 
into the depths of a blues night- 
club. 

"We're not going to run out of 
material, songs, or energy. We're 
a blues band; we'll stay until 2 or 
3 A.M.," exclaimed Kelly when 
he took the stage. "So who's 
making breakfast?" joked Kirk. 

That's how the rest of the 
night went. The five of them 
joked throughout the entire

night, danced, and provided a 
tremendous amount of energy. 
Kelly encouraged audience mem- 
bers to come up to the front of 
the stage, try their "blues sway," 
and listen to the healing, soulful 
blues music. 

The band seemed to enjoy the 
atmosphere. 

"It's nice not to play in a 
smoky bar for once," said Bell. 
He claimed that they don't play 
cover songs, yet continuously 
played parts of ACDC, Charles 
Brown, Prince, and Elvis; songs, 
at one point performing The 
Temptations' "My Girl." 

"We get distracted and fool 
around and hope you guys are 
having fun with us," Bell told the 
crowd, and it was the message of 
the night. One of his goals was 
to make as many new blues fans 
as he could, thus continuing to 
ask, "Do we have any blues fans 
in the house?" 

One of the highlights of the 
night was when Bell revealed his 



Sponge Bob Square Pants tattoo 
on his arm, then proceeded to 
tell the audience that he had re- 
cendy recorded his own version 
of the "Sponge Bob" song — and 
then performed it. 

He also played one of his 
songs called "FBI," and when he 
sang "Running with my baby," 
the audience had to sing back 
"Hiding from the FBI."

Campus 
Massacre 
Leaves 33 
Dead at VT 

A gunman opened fire Mon- 
day morning at Virginia Tech, 
killing 32 people and hurting 
26 others before turning the 
gun on himself in the dead- 
liest shooting rampage in U.S. 
history. 

The gunman, identified as 
23-year-old senior English 
major Cho Seung-Hui from 
South Korea, cut down his 
victims in two attacks two 
hours apart before the univer- 
sity could grasp what was hap- 
pening to students. News 
reports said that he may have 
been taking medication for de- 
pression, that he was becom- 
ing increasingly violent and 
erratic, and that he left a note 
in his dorm in which he railed 
against "rich kids" and "de- 
bauchery." 

Police believe three bomb 
threats on the campus last 
week may have been attempts 
by the gunman to test the 
campus' security response, the 
newspaper reported. Investiga- 
tors stopped short of saying 
Cho carried out both attacks. 
But ballistics tests show one 
gun was used in both, Virginia 
State Police said. 

Students complained that 
there were no warnings on 
campus after the first shots. 
Many said the first word from 
the university was an e-mail 
more than two hours into the 
rampage — around the time 
the gunman struck again. 

The tragic incident has 
touched the hearts of college 
students all around the nation. 
On Tuesday, LVC students 
and faculty gathered in Miller 
Chapel for a prayer service to 
remember the victims and 
their families.

Author Rebecca Skloot Visits with 
Students to Discuss Writing Careers

Novelist. Feature writer for The 
New York Times. Contributor to 
Popular Science. Board member of 
the National Book Critics Circle. 
New York University professor. 
These are just a few of the cre- 
dentials held by Rebecca Skloot, 
a self-described "full-time free- 
lancer" who visited LVC earlier 
this month. 

"I generally work at home, in 
my pajamas, with my dogs," 
Skloot joked, inciting laughter 
from a room full of students, 
faculty and staff. 

In an informal discussion, 
Skloot met with LVC students to 
offer writing tips, career advice, 
and to discuss her new book, The 
Immortal Life of Henrietta I^acks, 
the product of a 9-year escapade 
to be published by Random 
House this year. 

Skloot said that her decision to 
freelance came as a result of 
working in an office. 

"The whole nine to five, pro- 
fessional attire — not my thing," 
she said. 

Fortunately, with backgrounds 
in both biology and composition, 
Skloot had an advantage. 

"Having a science background 
opened up a big market for writ- 
ing," she remarked, describing 
how science publications scrape 
for contributors who "actually 
know what they're talking 
about." 

Skloot's interest in science is 
also what stirred her interest in 
the story of Henrietta Lacks. 

"In 1951, doctors took a small 
tissue sample from a woman 
named Henrietta Lacks without 
her knowledge or consent," her 
handout describes. 

The handout goes on to note 
that, although Lacks died shortly 
thereafter, her cells lived on. 
Today, those cells (known to the 
scientific world as HeLa cells) 
have been used to cure coundess 
diseases. But the use of HeLa 
cells has begged coundess ethical

question for Lacks' widower — an 
uneducated tobacco farmer — 
and her five children, who are 
not only struggling to afford 
health care, but only found out 
about die cells twenty- five years 
after her death. 

Skloot also discussed many of 
her research techniques in the 
student forum. 

"I don't really interview peo- 
ple," Skloot revealed. "I sort of 
hang out with them and tape 
record constandy. It's one of the 
luxuries of being a free-lancer." 

Katie Markey '07 asked, "How 
do you deal with transcribing 
exact dialogue?" 

"I take it right off the tape 
recorder," Skloot replied. "Part 
of my writing style is to leave in 
[the speaker's] grammatical ticks. 
I don't like to doctor quotes." 

Fnglish professor Phil Billings 
inquired as to whether or not she 
got discouraged in the profes- 
sional world. 

"I never get discouraged as in, 
'1 can't do it,'" Skloot replied fol- 
lowing a moment of contempla- 
tion. "But I do get frustrated 
with myself. Sometimes, I'd go 
months without being able to 
work on my book." 

"It kind of seems like you've 
already done what most writers 



want to do," remarked Cassy 
Kane '10. "Do you have any 
odier aspirations?" 

A modest Skloot replied, "My 
next hurdle is to write for the 
New Yorker. I'd love to be a staff 
writer." 

Aside from a journalism ca- 
reer, Skloot has also brought her 
insightful wit to radio and televi- 
sion. 

"I don't have a TV, so I don't 
know much about TVs — except 
that I'm on one sometimes." 

The same evening, Skloot held 
a public reading in Leedy The- 
ater. She introduced her first 
piece with a "surgeon" — Dr. 
Helen Roberts - in the midst of 
a crisis situation. 

"She wasn't breathing," 
Skloot's story began. 

The twist came when Skloot 
said, "Give her 30 CCs of fresh 
water." 

Then, "We have gill move- 
ment." 

Indeed, Skloot was describing 
goldfish surgery. But emergency 
surgery was the tip of the ice- 
berg. Owners of goldfish, she 
described, take their fish for CAT 
scans, blood work, and even cos- 
metic operations. 

"When I tell people I'm writ- 
ing about fish medicine, their re- 
action is almost always the same: 
'Why not flush it and get an- 
other?'" Skloot said. 

But it was the stories of the 
fish and their adoring owners 
that kept Skloot coming back for 
more. There was Zoomer, die 
"Koi with a vendetta" who shot 
out of the pond at his owner, 
ending up with a broken nose. 
And Sushi, the nearly dog-like 
fish who mimicked and played 
games with her owner.

Holds Up to 'Real 
World' Standards

"When I went out to take my 
boards and do clinical, I knew 
everything I needed to know and 
a heck of a lot more," says An- 
drea Brown. 

Brown, who just turned 25, is 
one of seven students who have 
graduated from LVC with a Doc- 
tor of Physical Therapy degree 
since the program's accreditation 
last April. 

Growing up, Brown thought 
she wanted a career in sports 
medicine, but after observing 
outpatient clinics and volunteer- 
ing at Harrisburg Hospital, she 
became more passionate about 
geriatric and inpatient care. 

"I wanted something more in- 
volved, people who were much 
sicker and couldn't just get up 
and walk out the front door," 
says Brown. 

Brown chose LVC because of 
the small class size and because 
it was similar and close to her 
small hometown of Tower City 
in Schuylkill County, where she 
still resides. Brown had two con- 
cerns when she applied to LVC: 
First, there was the uneasiness of 
not knowing what to expect 
from a new program. Second, 
there was uncertainty over 
whether the program would be 
accredited by the time she gradu- 
ated. 

During her time here, Brown 
participated in the Lebanon Val- 
ley Educational Partnership, 
where she served as president for 
two years, served on the student 
judicial board, played intramural 
basketball and volleyball, and re- 
ceived honors from Who's Who 
among Students in American 
Universities and Colleges. 

According to information pro- 
vided by the Office of Admis- 
sions, 142 physical therapy 
applications were received in 
2000. Out of the 142 applicants. 



20 were enrolled in the program, 
according to Jeremy Maisto, As- 
sistant Registrar. 

When Brown entered the pro- 
gram, she expected to graduate 
in 2005 with a Master of Physical 
Therapy. 

Stan Dacko, PT, PhD, Associ- 
ate Professor, and Chair of the 
Physical Therapy Department, 
says by the spring of 2003, when 
Brown's class was a semester into 
its professional phase, the pro- 
gram received candidacy for a 
Doctor of Physical Therapy Pro- 
gram. This would add a year of 
expenses for students who con- 
tinued in the program. Thinking 
about the time they had invested 
and the uncertainty of whether 
the program would be accredited 
by the time they graduated, about 
half the students decided to 
transfer or change majors, and 
the other half stuck it out. 

Seven students graduated with 
a Doctor of Physical Therapy in 
2006, one of whom had trans- 
ferred into the program for the 
professional phase, according to 
Maisto. 

Thirty students enrolled in 
2001. Eighteen students, three of 
whom transferred into the pro- 
gram during the professional 
phase, intend to graduate this 
spring. 

Dacko believes LVC pursued 
accreditation for a physical ther- 
apy program because it wasn't of- 
fered at other colleges in Central 
Pennsylvania. He also believes 
the health care community had a 
significant impact on LVC con- 
sidering a healdi care program. 

"It seemed like the right fit for 
the community, and the [health 
care] community was backing it," 
says Dacko. 

Dacko says the program cur- 
rently has eight faculty members. 
He believes LVC's program is 
unique because it is small, and 
the intention is to keep it small. 

"I think education suffers, es-

pecially physical therapy educa- 
tion suffers, with large class- 
rooms. I taught in large 
classrooms before, so I know 
what it does or how it affects 
learning," says Dacko. 

After graduation, Brown 
wanted to stay close to home and 
save money. She landed a job 
with Good Samaritan Hospital in 
I.cbanon at a job fair arranged by 
the Physical Therapy Depart- 
ment. At Good Samaritan, she 
would be able to pursue her pas- 
sion of geriatric and inpatient 
care in the Rehabilitation and 
Transitional Care Unit. 

"Really it was like the best 
thing I could have ever done for 
myself because I couldn't see 
myself doing anything different 
now. I'm definitely doing what I 
should be doing," says Brown. 

Brown believes her transition 
from the classroom to her job 
was made easier because of the 
variety of clinical practices she 
encountered throughout the pro- 
fessional phase of her program. 

"There were plenty of oppor- 
tunities to see everything. We 
were in every single setting, so we 
basically knew by the time we 
were out what we felt comfort- 
able with and what we didn't, and 
you know. We kind of went from 
there. So 1 thought it was defi- 
nitely easier to go from where I 
was to my job now because I had 
a lot of experience," says Brown. 

Dacko is excited about the fu- 



ture direction of the program. 
Every year the program attracts 
more attention, making entrance 
into the program more competi- 
tive. 

Last year, the program had 191 
applicants, according to the Of- 
fice of Admissions. This year, 



that number has significantly in- 
creased to 280 applicants thus 
far. 

Dacko says the program ac- 
cepted 48 students last year, and 
they intend to select about the 
same this year.

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Alcohol Policy Designed for Safety

Like man) - college students, 22- 
year-old Michael Yannick enjoys 
hitting the bar for a drink. His 
preference, however, is to imbibe 
in his dorm room. "It's cost ef- 
fective for me to drink in my 
room," says Yannick. "I'm just 
being a wise college kid." 

A senior majoring in financial 
mathematics, Yannick admits 
that he likes to feel "buzzed but 
doesn't drink to get drunk. 

"I do sometimes, but I regret it 
in the morning," he adds. 

Other students express differ- 
ent views on drinking. An infor- 
mal survey was taken from a 
classroom of 24 students, rang- 
ing from freshmen to seniors. 
The majority of these students 
admit they drink to get drunk or 
feel a buzz. They also admit sim- 
ilar reasons for why they drink: 
boredom was a popular re- 
sponse. Many of these students 
drink socially. Other students 
admit that drinking helps them to 
relax after a long week of school- 
work. The amount of money 
spent on alcohol each week var- 
ied, although the highest amount 
spent is fifteen dollars. Yannick 
jokes that the amount of money 
he spends depends on his luck 
playing Max, a dice drinking 
game. "If I'm playing Max, 
hopefully I don't spend as 
much," Yannick laughs. 

Although LVC is not a dry 
campus, school administrators 
enforce an alcohol policy con- 
gruent with state and federal law. 
Distributed at the start of every 
academic year, the policy outlines 
regulations regarding alcohol 
consumption on campus. Rose- 
mary Yuhas, Dean of Students, 
stresses the importance of the al- 
cohol poliq'. "We are an educa- admitted to drinking alcohol.

tional institution," says Yuhas 
firmly. "We need to create an ac- 
ademic environment. The inap- 
propriate use of alcohol infringes 
upon the rights of other individ- 
uals." 

According to policy, underage 
drinking is not tolerated. The 
policy explicidy states the posses- 
sion and/or consumption of al- 
coholic beverages on college 
property by persons under 21 is 
prohibited. The policy does not, 
however, discourage students 21 
and over from drinking. The pol- 
icy outlines expectations of stu- 
dent behavior and stresses the 
importance of responsible drink- 
ing among students of legal age. 
Only individuals of legal age are 
allowed to possess and consume 
alcohol on campus. 

Yuhas says these students have 
the right to choose whether or 
not to drink. "Students have 
every right to make that decision 
to drink," says Yuhas. "When 
confronted by public safety or 
residential life, we want them to 
act responsibly and accept the 
consequences." 

Like many students, Yannick 
has no problem with the alcohol 
policy. "It is far more liberal in al- 
lowing alcohol on campus," he 
says. "LVC is definitely more 
progressive than most schools." 
As a student trustee, Rachel 
Moore believes the policy is nec- 
essary. "Irresponsible drinking is 
a problem," says Moore. "People 
come to college and assume 
there are no rules and engage in 
irresponsible behavior." In 
Moore's opinion, irresponsible 
behavior doesn't include just un- 
derage drinking alone. According 
to statistics published in 2005 by 
Students Against Drunk Driving, 
or SADD.org, approximately 
10.8 million people ages 12-20 



Roughly 18% of those people 
were binge drinkers. "I've heard 
of very few incidents of binge 
drinking on campus," admits 
Moore. "Still, just one incident 
of binge drinking is a problem," 
she adds. 

In an article published in the 
March 1 5th edition of the Patriot- 
News, a study conducted by the 
National Center on Addiction 
and Substance Abuse at Colum- 
bia University revealed the num- 
bers of drinkers and binge 
drinkers have remained the same, 
yet the intensity of drinking 
among college students has in- 
creased dramatically. Jason 
Kuntz, Director of Residential 
Life, believes in terms of the 
number of alcohol-related inci- 
dents, LVC pales in comparison 
to other schools. "Our students 
are fairly responsible in their con- 
sumption of alcohol," says 
Kuntz. Still, LVC administration 
does not condone underage 
drinking. 

"We support the law," says 
Kuntz firmly. "I'm in favor of 
it." He also expresses concern 
for the safety of the students. "1 
fear getting a call that someone 
passed away because they drank 
too much," Kuntz admits. 

Sometimes students express 
contempt when residential life 
and public safety cite them for vi- 
olating the alcohol policy, yet 
Kuntz makes it clear that the role 
of residential life is to help stu- 
dents and keep them safe. The 
R.A.'s are trained to recognize in- 
toxicated students so they can 
provide assistance. Like Kuntz, 
Dean Yuhas also expresses hope 
that students will take precau- 
tions when they choose to drink. 
"I hope that students will reach 
out to college personnel so that 
they can get assistance."

However, as far as the team is 
concerned, they bloomed just in 
time. 

The Flying Dutchmen ex- 
tended their winning streak to 
seven games with a three-game 
sweep of Moravian Greyhounds 
last weekend. 

Lebanon Valley's baseball team 
is on fire, winning 1 1 of its past 
12 games and improving their 
standing to fourth in the Com- 
^monwealth Conference. As of 
pressrime, the Dutchmen sit at 
13-14 with a 9-6 record in con- 
ference, only two games behind 
Elizabethtown for the top spot 

Much of the new found suc- 
cess can be credited to the bat of 
junior catcher Chris Schank who 
is batting .645 over the last 
twelve games, reaching base 
more than 73 percent of the 
time. 

Over the past week, Schank 
has been even more impressive,

batting at a .688 clip, enough to 
earn him player of the week hon- 
ors in the Commonwealth Con- 
ference. 

Schank has been tinkering with 
his swing and has found great 
success over the last two weeks. 

"As my success has been grow- 
ing at the plate I now enter the 
box with a better attitude," said 
Schank. "The increased level of 
confidence allows me to see the 
ball better." 

The improved strike zone 
judgment is apparent. Schank 
struck out seven times in his first 



12 games but has no strikeouts in 
the last dozen. 

Interestingly, the improvement 
in Schank's offensive perform- 
ance coincides with head coach 
Keith Evan's decision to start 
Schank exclusively at catcher. 

"Even though first was a de- 
scent position, catching has al- 
ways been a love of mine," said 
Schank who happily made the 
switch to the fulltime catcher, 
leaving his first-baseman's mitt in 
his locker. 

With the offensive boost, 
Schank has improved his season 
average to .409 and is now slug- 
ging a season high .576. 

"Although I may be receiving 
credit for what I personally have 
done, 1 feel great more pride in 
what our team has accom- 
plished," said Schank. "We are a 
strong team right now and it is a 
good time to get hot. We have 
the confidence that we can beat 
anyone." 

On the mound, senior right- 
handed pitcher Matt Sanders has 
not allowed a run in 15.1 innings 
pitched since the Dutchmen 
started their twelve game run. 

To accompany his two score- 
less outings, Sanders has also 
recorded two wins while striking 



out eleven batters, seven coming 
against Moravian College. 

Much like Schank, with the in- 
creased success comes more con- 
fidence for Sanders, and for the 
team. 

"Getting a few wins under our 
belts has helped us to start be- 
lieving in ourselves and knowing 
that we are a very good ball 
team," said Sanders. 

As a team, the Dutchmen are 
batting at an astonishing .324 clip 
and pitching to a 3.98 earned-run 
average. 

Among other individual suc- 
cesses include junior short-stop 
)ohn Mentzer who recorded 15 
RBIs in the past twelve games 
for a total of 32 on the season. 

Freshman outfielder and closer 
Grant Wiest has also played an 
important part of the team. Bat- 
ting in the bottom of the order, 
he hit .395, drove in 1 1 runs and 
recorded two saves from the 
mound in the past twelve games. 

The Dutchmen face Delaware 
Valley College today at McGill 
Field in hopes of continuing 
their success, gaining more mo- 
mentum as they face conference 
rivals Juniata in a three game se- 
ries starting tomorrow.

Rounding out the scoring for the 
Valley was Justin Hutchinson, 
who took sixth in the 400-meter 
dash; freshman Josh Light, who 
placed seventh in the 100-meter 
dash; and senior Kevin Uhland, 
whose height of 1 2-0 was good 
enough to put him into the sev- 
enth position in the pole vault. 

On the other side of the com- 



petition, the women of the Val- 
ley placed last among 13 teams 
with only 13 points. 

Tracy Fortugno, a freshman 
pole-vaulter, led the Dutchmen 
as she tied for fourth with a 
height of 8-6. Sophomore Sarah 
Abbott took home sixth in the 
800-meter run, while her class- 
mate Emily Allison took seventh 
in the 100-meter hurdles. 
Amanda Knapp and Amy Hart- 
man also earned points in the 
long jump and hammer throw, 
respectively. 

This Saturday LVC will travel 
to Gettysburg College to com- 
pete in the Mason-Dixon Invita- 
tional.

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VA Tech Tragedy Serves as 
Wake-up Call for Campuses

College students around the 
nation continue to feel the shock 
of last week's tragedy at Virginia 
Tech. 

Here at Lebanon Valley Col- 
lege, students, faculty, and ad- 
ministrators have also begun to 
wonder whether campus security 
and emergency planning are as 
efficient and prepared as possible 
to prevent such an incident from 
occurring. 

"We do have plans in place to 
respond to an active shooter on 
campus," said Allen Yingst, Di- 
rector of Public Safety. "We're 



doing the best for LVC students, 
faculty, and staff." 

In a statement to students, 
President Stephen MacDonald 
reflected on the current security 
system in place, drawing on the 
present revision of the campus 
emergency response plan, which 
the general officers of the Col- 
lege have been working on since 
last fall. 

"The Virginia Tech tragedy 
lends a terrible urgency to this 
task," MacDonald said. "We will 
press forward rapidly with a thor- 
ough review of our emergency 
policies. We will make certain 
that our security officers have the 
training they need and that our 
communications procedures

within the campus and with the 
Annville police department are 
clearly articulated and reliable." 

Referring to "Standard Oper- 
ating Procedures," Yingst ex- 
plained that Public Safety and the 
administration are prepared with 
a scries of objectives and meas- 
ures to take when a situation 
arises that poses danger to the 
campus community. 

"Initial response is crucial," 
Yingst said. "It's important to 
evaluate the situation, secure the 
areas, and apprehend the offend- 
ers if possible." 

One difficulty Public Safety 
faces is that its officers are un- 
armed and will not be sent into a 
building continued on page 2

However, Yingst explained 
that an immediate call would be 
made to the Annville Township 
police department, as well as 91 1 . 

"We work well with the local 
police department, and we are 
within close proximity," Yingst 
said. "We have a solid relation- 
ship and are in constant daily 
contact." 

Being a small college would be 
advantageous when the next step 
to warn students is taken. 

"The smallness of the campus 
is a logistical advantage, making 
the situation much more man- 
ageable," Yingst said. "Wc could 
definitely get the word out a lot 
quicker." 

Students would be informed 
first by e-mail, and then repre- 
sentatives from student services 
or student affairs would go door- 
to-door throughout the residen- 
tial buildings.

ing, Yingst guarantees that the 
administration will look into bet- 
ter options, such as a massive cell 
phone list to send warning text 
messages to students. 

"All of the technology is great, 
and we need to explore that," 
Yingst said. 

Although Yingst recognizes 
that a majority of students own 
and use cell phones, he also real- 
izes that students turn their 
phones off during class. 

"That option may not be as ef- 
ficient as we would like, so we 
need to look into alternatives that 
would work best for LVC, per- 
haps some type of audible sys- 
tem with loudspeakers around 
campus." 

Security has always been a con- 
cern for all educational institu- 
tions, especially since the 
September 11 tragedies. For 
Yingst, walking across the Aca- 
demic Quad on a nice day with 
students reading on blankets and 
throwing Frisbees assures him 
that LVC is a good school. But 



"So has anyone here ever been 
in a bad relationship?" Wood- 
ward asked the crowd, getting lit- 
tle response in return. "Well, I 
have.

"The world has changed, and 
we have learned that from the 
Virginia Tech incident," Yingst 
said. "When you have a person 
like this Cho guy, intent to do 
what he wants to do, it's like a 
suicide bomber in the Mideast If 
they want to do it, there's not 
much you can do." 

Students and the campus com- 
munity play the largest role, then, 
to prevent tragic incidents from 
happening. 

"In our institution, safety is a 
high priority," Yingst said. "We 
have got to be prepared, because 
something could happen. It is up 
to the students to watch out for 
each other." 

Such a task is possible with the 
close-knit community of LVC's 
small campus, where people want 
to help people. According to 
both Yingst and MacDonald, 
students and members of the 
community need to be alert to 



thoughtful tune, Mates' vocal 
prowess showed through as the 
strength of his pipes became ap- 
parent.

With the heartbreaking situa- 
tion of Virginia Tech serving as a 
reality check for students and ad- 
ministrators, the campus needs 
to remain vigilant. 

"Reality says we have to be 
alert," Yingst said. "We are a safe 
campus, but that can change in 
an instant. We have to work to 
try to avoid a tragedy, and we 
want to try to stay on top of 
things the best we can. We have 
to continue here at the Valley 
with our safe tradition."

Kemps rewrote the club's consti- 
tution because of growing stu- 
dent body interest. Student 
Government approved, and the 
club was reinstated. Kemps has 
since transferred from LVC, and 
sophomore Ellen Pitman has 
taken over as club president. 

Pitman, a Physical Therapy 
major, has continued to improve 
the club, which is now a member 
of the Intercollegiate Horse 
Show Association. The IHSA al- 
lows for a unique type of horse 
showing in which riders of any 
level do not have to own their 
own horse or equipment to com- 
pete at regional, zone, and na- 
tional levels. LVC is a member of 
Zone 3, Region 1 , and competes 
against other Zone 3 schools in- 
cluding Franklin & Marshall, Wil- 
son College, and Penn State 
University. 

The horses used at each show 
are drawn by lottery, and the 
competitor must compete on the 
horse drawn. LVC Equestrian 
Team coach Jennifer- Fralick says 
die IHSA shows are difficult be- 
cause "you are expected to get on 
a horse that you have never been 
on before and go into the ring, 
jump fences anywhere from two 
to three feet high, and make it 
look as easy as possible, without 
any warm-up or any knowledge 
of what the horse is like." Fresh- 
man Sarah Bechtel finds the 
show experience less stressful be- 
cause "you just show up, show, 
get off, and you're done!" 

Five of the club's fourteen 
members competed at two re-

gional shows held at Wilson Col- 
lege this semester. The shows 
were held on March 3 and March 
24. Bechtel, who is the club treas- 
urer, placed no lower than fourth 
in intermediate level jumping and 
flat classes at both shows, while 
senior Laurie Bentz picked up 
sixth place in the intermediate 
flat class on March 3. Junior 
Kristi Jacobsen was fourth in 
both novice jumping and flat 
classes at the show on March 24, 
while Pitman was no lower than 
fifth in novice jumping and flat 
classes at both shows. Freshman 
Mary O'Malley placed third in 
walk trot at the March 24 show. 
Each rider must accumulate a 
total of 35 points in order to 
move up a show level. 

The team accumulated a total- 
of 32 points at the two shows 
this semester, which placed it 
ninth out of eleven teams in Re- 
gion 1. "We have only been to 
two shows, and we beat the sev- 
enth and eighth place teams at 
both shows," says Pitman, who is 
looking forward to next show 
season when the team will be 
able to compete in more regional 
shows. 

The members prepare for 
shows by taking weekly lessons 
with their coaches, Richard Mc- 
Grath and Fralick, currently 



training at Homestead Farm in 
Hummelstown. McGrath will be 
opening a new facility in Eliza- 
bethtown some time this fall. 

The new facility. Central PA 
Equestrian Center, will specialize 
in show jumping, horse sales, 
horse and rider training, and 
competitions. 

"Right now there are five girls 
from LVC taking lessons, but 
there will probably be more next 
season as the program builds," 
says Fralick, who anticipates 
some current students moving 
up a level next season. During 
the hour-long lessons, the stu- 
dents work on everything from 
balance and control, to jumping 
and gymnastics. 

"With a beginning rider we will 
work more on building up confi- 
dence, control and balance, and 
with some of the more advanced 
riders we will work on exercises 
over fences and some more de- 
tailed work," explains Fralick. 

The women also do not ride 
the same horses at every lesson. 

"When they attend shows they 
are put on different horses they 
have never ridden before, so it 
prepares them for the show 
ring," says Fralick. 

The team currendy only com- 
petes at English shows and 
hopes to find a Western trainer 



that will allow them to compete 
in Western IHSA shows as well. 
Along with developing a Western 
program and increasing member- 
ship, the club plans on adding 
English and Western Team Cap- 
tains to manage the teams as well 
as a points secretary who will 
keep track of members' points 
throughout the season. The club 
also plans to volunteer at thera- 
peutic riding facilities and educat- 
ing members by attending horse 
expos and professional clinics. 

The LVC Equestrian Team 
fields an all-female team, though 
other teams have both male and 
female competitors. The club en- 
courages students to join the 
Equestrian Club. 

"No experience is needed," 
Pitman says, "and it's a lot of 
fun!" 

"They are all very supportive 
of each other," Fralick says of 
the club. "They are really a great 
bunch!"

Blue Angel Crashes During 
Air Show in South Carolina 

A Navy Blue Angel jet 
crashed during an air show 
Saturday, plunging into a 
neighborhood of small homes 
and trailers and killing die 
pilot, identified as Lieutenant 
Commander Kevin Davis. 
Witnesses said the planes 
were flying in formation dur- 
ing the show at the Marine 
Corps Air Station about 4 
p.m. and one dropped below 
the trees and crashed, sending 
up clouds of smoke. The 
Navy is investigating, and it 
could take three weeks for an 
official cause to be released. 

Former Russian Leader 
Yeltsin Dead 

Former Russian President 
Boris Yeltsin has died at the 
age of 76, the Kremlin said 
on Monday. Yeltsin, who had 
suffered health problems 
since resigning from office on 
December 31, 1999, suffered 
sudden heart failure, medical 
sources told Russia's Interfax 
news agenc}'. Yeltsin became 
the first democratically elected 
president of Russia in 1991 
and two months later put 
down a coup attempt against 
Soviet President Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. 

Democrats Challenge Bush 
on Iraq Bill 

A historic veto showdown 
assured, Democratic leaders 
agreed Monday on legislation 
that requires the first U.S. 
combat troops to be with- 
drawn from Iraq by Oct. 1 
with a. goal of a complete 
pullout six months later. The 
bill includes more than S90 
billion for the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, the with- 
drawal timetable that Bush 
finds objectionable and bil- 
lions of dollars in domestic 
spending that he also has 
threatened to veto. Overall, 
the bill totals $124.2 billion.

Play, "Fuddy Meers," Leedy Theater 
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Tuddy Meers': A Review

"That was strange." "Weird!" 
"I'm confused," were some of 
the remarks I heard as I sat inside 
Leedy Theatre during ValleyFest 
weekend and watched Wig & 
Buckle's spring play, "Fuddy 
Meers." The play, which ran dur- 
ing die ValleyFest weekend, will 
also continue this weekend. The 
cast consisted of only seven peo- 
ple, but their energy made it 
seem like there were twice that 
many on stage. 

One thing that can be stated 
about "Fuddy Meers" is that it 
was not your average play. No- 
body fell in love and lived happily 
ever after, and it ended just as 
bizarrely as it began. Characters, 
instead, talked to sock puppets 
that angrily swore at other cast 
members, heard carnival music 
inside their heads, and ran 
around screaming, terrified by a 
piece of bacon. 

The play started off with 
Claire (played by senior Katie 
McCarty), waking up in a bed, 
seemingly disoriented and con- 
fused, while a man, who is as- 
sumed to be her husband, 
(Junior, Justin Rugg ), shows her 
a book he has made over the 
years that describe her life and 
everything she will need to do for 
the day. Apparendy, she suffers 
from some sort of reoccurring 
amnesia, and when she wakes up 
she forgets everything that she 



knows. She soon learns that she 
has a teenaged son as well, 
(played by junior. J.T Pursel), as 
she exclaims, "He smells like rib- 
bon candy!" And Richard must 
explain to her, "He smokes mar- 
ijuana." 

The plot then takes a nosedive, 
deciding that it needs many more 
complex levels to it for us to 
truly appreciate this play. As her 
husband goes to take a shower, 
she is suddenly kidnapped by a 
man in a bright ski mask, who 
tells her that she must come with 
him because her husband is dan- 
gerous. This man, who is de- 
formed and nearly blind, has a 
limp and a lisp, tells her that he is 
her brother, Zach, (played by 
sophomore Nick Murphy). They 
arrive at what she is told is her 
house, and is now safe from her 
husband who hurts her. There 
she meets her mother, (played by 
sophomore Stephanie Henrich) 
who is just as weird as the rest of 
them. Gertie, who had a stroke, 
mixes her words up and cannot 
talk right anymore. "That's 
'Come In' in stroke talk," learns 
Claire. As if things weren't 
strange enough, in comes our 
next character. Millet. Played by 
Freshman Nathan Campbell, 
Millet is a very bizarre man with 
a vulgar puppet, whom he calls 
Hinky Binky. It is not uncom- 
mon for Hinky Binky to begin 
screaming inappropriate things at 
people in random outbursts for 
no reason. A cop, Heidi (sopho- 
more Meissa Rosenfield), also 



joins this unique bunch as we arc 
lead into a wacky world of things 
not being what they seem. 

I was blown away by the acting 
levels of this cast, each member 
seemed to take their characters 
and truly show their insanity. It's 
true that this was not a PG level 
play, as many of the characters, 
especially Hinky Binky would 
starde the audience with vulgar 
language and inappropriate name 
calling towards other characters. 
Heidi scared me as well, scream- 
ing out, "I'm sweating like a 
Mexican whore!" During the end 
there were some pretty intense 
fight scenes, where the seven of 
them would wreck havoc on 
stage, swinging pans and knives 
and guns. It was confusing until 
the whole story played out, and 
we realized the truth behind diis 
whole play. 

We learn that the play is called 
"Fuddy Meers," because that is 
how Gertie pronounces the fu- 
nouse at the Piermont Fair— in 
her stroke talk. The story, how- 
ever, was not just a mess of con- 
fusion and random insanity—it 
did have a meaning behind it. 
The Fuddy Meers were the fun- 
house mirrors that Claire visited 
as a kid. She remembered seeing 
her image all distorted. That's the 
theme behind the play— situations 
distorted and seeing things dif- 
ferently then they seem to be. It 
is definitely an unusual choice for 
the end of the year play, and its 
weird plot is what should draw 
you in to come and watch.
